History, in its broadest sense, may be regarded as the study of the 
development of human societies and civilizations. The coinage of a 
society is the way it expresses and satisfies its basic economic need, by 
providing a mechanism for the exchange and evaluation of com- 
modities and services. In this way coinage affects and reflects the social, 
political and economic aspects of society. 

Its Sources and Implications

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To properly understand some of the 
more profound implications coinage 
has had on society, one must examine 
the origins of these “tokens of ex- 
change“ which we so readily take for 
granted. This necessarily includes a sim- 
ple, yet viable definition of money and 
coins. Such a definition can be found in 
Charles Seltman's book, Greek Coins: 
Metal, when used to facilitate ex- 
change of goods, is currency; 
currency, when used according to 
specific weight-standards, is 
money; money stamped with a 
device is coin.^ 

The scope of this survey cannot 
possibly deal with every issue nor im- 
plication of the first coinage. It will, 
however, present a general idea of the 
evolution of the first coins (as defined 
above) from the beginnings of civiliza- 
tion through their spread during the 
sixth century B.C. It will also attempt to 
interrelate some of the questions of how 
and why coinage evolved and its 
theoretical implications. Finally, it will 
examine the specific example of Athens 
to detail some of these conclusions. 

Early Forms of ‘^Money'' 

From the beginning of civilization 
man must have been bartering; perhaps 
with cattle, perhaps sheep, but almost 
certainly with something of value. At 
one point some 8,000 years ago gold 
became the most desired of man's 
possessions. Perhaps because it was un- 
tarnishable, or because it could not be 
harmed by fire, or maybe because it 
became a prerequisite of royalty (as 
evidenced by tombs buried with troves 
of gold), gold far outstriped silver and 
copper as the most desired medium of 
exchange and trade during the Bronze 
Age. 

During the Early and Late Bronze Age 
(2400-1000 B.C.) there was little inter- 
community contact, but gold was still 
sought after by most civilizations. Those 
that had enough could devote their time 
to art and other cultural pursuits: it is no 
coincidence that those civilizations, 
such as Egypt, which had an ample 
supply of the precious metal were also 
the first to develop in various cultural 
areas. 


Three basic cultural groups 
developed around the same time. By 
1600 B.C., Egypt, Mesopotamia, and the 
Mediterranian were fostering 
civilizations which recognized certain 
economic necessities. In Egypt, where 
one king reported that “gold is as com- 
mon as dust,"^ a new empire began to 
conduct basic International trade. 
Babylonia developed a system of 
weights and standards. A gold shekel 
was equal in weight to 8.34 grams. Just as 
the hours of the days were based on 
units of 60, so was the weight standard: 

60 shekels =1 manah or 500.4 grams; 

60 manahs = 1 biltu or 30,024.0 

grams. 

The Ionian Greeks adopted this stan- 
dard and changed the manahs to minae 
and made the standard of weight a 
talanton or talent. References by Flomer 
concerning Odysseus' times indicate an 
ox being worth a talent.^ In the early 
Mycenaem civilization and elsewhere in 
the Mediterranian (Cyprus, Cilician 
Coast, Crete, Tyllssos and Mochlos, Sar- 
dinia, Euboea) a large piece of bronze or 
copper of about sixty pounds, with 
curling edges, was shaped in the form of 
an oxhide to signify the worth of an ox. 
The gold unit was a little pellet or bar 
weighing about 8.5 grams — the priceof 
an ox. 

The ox or cow was also the standard In 
Greece and Italy. Gradually a commer- 
cial exchange system evolved which 
involved these rings or blocks of copper, 
gold and electrum, a natural alloy of 
gold and silver. It is speculated that this 
system evolved from the very practical 
need to barter in divisions of less than 
the worth of a cow. Since the talent 
represented the worth of an ox, small 
pieces could be broken off and valued 
proportionately. 

Besides the ancient Oriental practice 
of weighing out metal bars, a more 
popular system developed in the 
Mediterranian area. This second system 
was the so-called “metal tool money." 
These were crude representations of 
ancient tools such as rings, axes, wheels, 
basins, utensils, and even an anchor. It 
should be noted that these were in- 
struments of exchange and not value. 
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Lydia, electrum 1/3 stater, 7-6th century B.C. 
The first coin issued in the western world. 


Eventually, a synthesis of the two 
systems produced one of pieces of 
metals with a guarantee stamp for purity 
and weight. This was perhaps the first 
major Hellenic development.'^ 

Prior to any standard coinage,certain 
pieces of metal were widely used and 
influenced the development of more 
advanced currency. In Greece, one such 
influential unit of barter was thin rods of 
iron (or more rarely bronze) spits called 
obeliskoi. From these spits came the 
name obol, representing a small coin. In 
Etruria, like Greece, in the eighth to sixth 
centuries, the Iron spits were hung 
together in bundles of six. This 
represented a handful of drachm. This 
name is still used today in Greece to 
represent a certain coin. The iron spits 
continued to be used down to classical 
times to the fourth and fifth century, but 
they soon failed as the major medium of 
exchange because the base metal was 
only good for local and unimportant 
transactions, and they were rather 
awkward to handle. 5 

Other pre-coinage currency included 
small gold lumps from Cyprus and silver

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pieces found in Minoan deposits and 
Cnossus. These were cast pieces, not 
struck, but very much like the earliest 
coinage. 

Something should be said here about 
the major weight standards of the 
period. Stemming from the ancient 
Babylonian standard (1:13V2 gold to 
silver), numerous political divisions led 
to a variety of metrical systems. The 
three major systems that prevailed were 
the Aeginetan, Euboic-Attic and Cor- 
inthian.^ 

The early Aeginetan standard, also 
known as the Corinthian-Pheidonian 
standard, was based on a fixed ratio of 
silver to iron. The iron spits or obols 
were divided into units of 1/12 and 1/2 
drachmas, and drachmas and 
didrachmas. 7 The popular Aeginetan 
standard obtained in early times a wide 
extension — south in Asia Minor to 
Cnidus, Rhodes and southern Greek 
cities; to the Aegean islands and Crete; 
and through Greece to North Thessaly.® 

The influential Euboic-Attic standard 
was originally known as the lonian- 
Milesian standard during the Early Eu- 
boic Age. Using a fixed ration of gold to 
copper, the lonians based their stater — 
a Greek word denoting the standard 
unit-coin of any system — on a gold 
electrum piece weighing 8.72 grams. 
These were divided into units of 1/2, 1/3, 
1/4, 1/6, 1/12, 1/24, and 1/96.^ On just 
such a system Croesus of Lydia and the 
Persians based their coinage. This stan- 
dard developed in the island of Euboea, 
or at Samos during the eighth and 
seventh centuries B.C., and spread to 
Cyme and Cumae, and parts of Sicily. It 
was later adopted by Athens. 

The Corinthian standard was quite 
similar to the Euboic-Attic standard of 
gold staters of 8.42 grams, but its staters 
were divided into three drachmas in- 
stead of two. This system spread to the 
Achaean colonies (Croton, Sybaris, Pyx- 
us, etc.) and to Tarentum. 

In Italy and Sicily a quasi-system 
developed prior to the establishment of 
the Greek colonies. This standard was 
based on a ratio of bronze to silver of 
120:1 in Italy and 125:1 in Sicily, rather 
than a ratio of gold or silver.^® This 


system was even employed in Greece, 
but soon disappeared with the establish- 
ment of the other two standards. All 
these standards were constant attempts 
to attain a recognized system of in- 
terchangeable values in different 
metals. Their experience eventually led 
to the establishment of the first coinage 
system. 

Coined Money First Appears 

The introduction of coined money 
appears to have occurred during the 
seventh century B.C. in the Western 
Anatolian coastal region during an age 
of economic prosperity. Egypt was 
recovering from an economic eclipse 
and Greeks were trading from the 
Crimea to Spain. A monetary system was 
inevitably needed for commercial 
development.” Along with this growth 
in Near Eastern trade came a revival of 
the use of precious metal. Gold and 
silver — scarce since the collapse of the 
Mycenean and Hittite Empires in 1200 — 
began reappearing in such areas as 
Eretria, Corinth, Crete, and the 
Cyclades. 

Before the seventh century in Sardes, 
the major trading center of the commer-

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cial state of Lydia, many bankers and 
merchants placed systematic markings 
on lumps of electrum. It is still not sure 
whether these markings represented 
proper weight and fineness, or if they 
were signs of private possession. Since 
the actual minting of coins, however, 
was a royal prerogative of the Merm- 
nadae dynasty, most authorities agree 
that when these kings first stamped 
these lumps with a royal device they 
created the first known coinage. 
Herodotus stated that, "'So far as we have 
any knowledge, the Lydians were the 
first people to strike coins of gold and 
silver, and the first who sold goods by 
retail. 

This transitional stage in the develop- 
ment of commerce Is well described by 
Aristotle: 

As the benefits of commerce 
were more widely extended by Im- 
porting commodities of which 
there was a deficiency and export- 
ing those of which there was an 
excess, the use of a currency was an 
indispensable device as the 
necessaries of Nature were not all 
easily portable, people agreed, for 
purposes of barter, mutually to give 
and receive some article which, 
while it was itself a commodity, was 
practically easy to handle In the 
business of life; some such article as 
iron and silver, which was at first 
defined simply by size and weight, 
although, finally, they went further, 
and set upon every coin to relieve 
them from the trouble of weighing 
it, as the stamp impressed upon the 
coin was an indication of quan- 
tity. 

Aristotle, In this account, makes a case 
for the establishment of coinage for 
facilitating commercial exchange. This 
hypothesis will be explained later, but it 
should be made clear that Aristotle is by 
no means the definitive word on this 
controversial subject of the origins of 
coinage. 

One interesting speculation is based 
on the so-callecl ''religious theory” for- 
mulated by a Professor Burgon. 
Professor Burgon felt that, "from first to 


last, religion was the sole motive of the 
types of coinage. jhis idea was 
elaborated by a Professor Curtius, who 
believed that money was first struck in 
the temples of the gods by authority of 
the priesthoods, who were also the 
capitalists and bankers.^^ Later, a 
Professor Laum propounded that early 
Greek money served religious purposes 
since most of the early "money” 
payments of the Greeks were given to 
priests who assisted in sacrifices of 
sacred animals. The coins were tokens 
entitling the bearer to participate in 
certain community and religious 

meals. 

Both Professor Ridgeway in his 
Origins of Currency and Weight 
Standards and Barclay Head disagree 
with the religious theory. Both felt that, 
although religion may have influenced 
the choice of many coin-types, there are 
few evidences of this influence in the 
earliest coins. 

Another theory, which concurs with 
the Aristotelian concept. Is the commer- 
cial convenience theory. This 
hypothesizes that coinage was an adop- 
tion by the ruling powers of a desirable 
and somewhat obvious step in the 
simplification of commercial dealings. 
Professor Glotz believes that the kings of 
Lydia felt that by guaranteeing the 
weight and fineness of the metals they 
would facilitate and, therefore, increase 
trade. 10 This idea of guaranteeing quality 
on metals for easier trade Is also upheld 
as the reason for coinage by Professor 
Seltman.i^ Since Lydia was an important 
center of Eastern Aegean trade, this 
theory seems quite credible, and Is 
probably the most popular one. 

After studying the factors leading to 
other important events In numismatic 
history, it is the author's opinion that 
coinage as we know it was indeed 
developed as a way of facilitating trade. 

Recent studies by a number of 
scholars have led to a new theory that 
coinage was a direct result of the needs 
of a complex society to pay mercenary 
soldiers, poll taxes and tolls. Professor 
Kraay points out first, that since hoard 
findings show that there was not a wide 
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distribution of coins and since few — 
especially not the earliest coinage — 
were exported, therefore the original 
intention, ''was not to facilitate foreign 
trade or to provide merchants with 
means of purchasing goods or materials 
not locally available/'^® He then goes on 
to theorize that since officials were 
paying for more things, e.g. soldiers, 
harbor dues, public works, there arose a 
need for the government to be sure of 
what it was paying out and receiving. 

Professor Carl Roebuck supports this 
idea and goes on to hypothesize that it 
was possible that coining, "stamping the 
official mark of the issues on a specific 
weight of metal as a guarantee,'' was 
designed to facilitate these operations. 
He further points out that electrum was 
distributed in payment for artistic com- 
missions, for services as mercenaries, 
and to pay the transit tolls that were 
charged on Lydian goods.^^ All of these 
theories have some merit. It is clear to 
all, however, that coinage was a reflec- 
tion of an economically and intellectual- 
ly advanced civilization of the seventh 
century.

Another controversial question is 
when and by whom were those first 
coins minted? Until recently, it was 
assumed by many scholars that the first 
coins were minted around 700 B.C. by 
the Aeginetans. Seltman later 
propounded that, although the legen- 
dary King Pheidon of Aegina probably 
coined metal around 650 B.C., Lydian 
coinage had to have been issued about 
fifteen years earlier. He bases this theory 
on evidence of the existence of a strong 
Lydian King, Gyges (687-652), who need- 
ed money to engage in a struggle with 
the barbarian Cimmerians.^^ 

In 1951 however, a hoard of coins, 
discovered a few years earlier between 
the Basis and Western Platform at the 
Artemis Temple in Ephesus, was 
restudied and analyzed. The hoard con- 
tained 932 little ingots and seven silver 
lumps of regular weight, mostly oval In 
shape, but with no mark of origin. These 
"dumps" included pieces that were im- 
printed with seven impressions of lions' 
heads, seven lions' paws, two horses' 
heads, one hawk head, one griffin, one 
seal head, and nine that were 
unrecognizable.^^ 

On the basis of artistic classifications, 
the coins can be dated about 650-625, 
during the reign of King Ardys (652-625). 
The style, Professor Robinson points 
out. Is suitable to the series of the time; 
the distribution was typical, and the 
inscriptions were in the Lydian alphabet. 
In addition, there occurred a genuine 
economic revolution in Greece starting 
in 640 until 580. In spite of Seltman's 
studies, recent scholars have thus con- 
cluded that the first coinage was issued 
around 650 in Lydia. 

It is not certain at what city these first 
coins were issued. Since seals show up 
on some of the coins, some scholars 
believe that not only Lydia but also 
coastal towns minted coins. This was 
done either by Lydian shop-keepers in 
those towns who privately inaugurated 
coinage for their own purposes or by 
officials in the various towns. Since the 
coinage was irregular and unsystematic, 
probably the former idea of private 
bankers is most likely. |f this is true. 
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then which of the three major Lydian 
and Greek cities — Sardes, Ephesus, and 
Miletus — minted the first coins? 
Professor Head believes Sardes to have 
had the first mint, but Heirchelheim opts 
for the latter two cities.^^ Most scholars 
seem to agree with Professor Head, that 
since the earliest recognizable coins 
contained the impression of a lion's 
head — the symbol of the Lydian Kings 
— they must be from Sardes. 

The metal used at these mints was 
electrum, a natural composition of gold 
and silver. This metal was brought from 
the Pactolus River, which flowed from 
Mt. Tmolus through Sardes. There were 
also deposits of electrum on Mt. Sipylos 
near Atarneus.^^ There seems to have 
been little gold west of the Aegean 
except in the small island of Siphnos. 
The percentage of gold contained in the 
electrum varied from 5% to 72%, with an 
average of about 30%. The value of the 
specie was determined by the market 


price of its bullion content in the city 
where it circulated. Until the end of 
the sixth century, it is probable that 
electrum was considered a separate 
metal, valued at 3/4 gold.^^ The major 
unit of value was the stater, although the 
most common was the 1/3 stater. These 
first staters usually enjoyed a small 
premium and, as a result, were readily 
exported abroad. 

Advent of Coinage Profoundly Effects 
Greek Civilization 

The issuing of coinage had profound 
implications throughout the Greek 
world, not only economically, but also 
politically, morally and socially, as 
Professor Heichelheim explained: 

Without changes in money forms 
and capital relationships In various 
lands, there would never have been 
an economic and historical Impetus 
of sufficient strength to lead to a 
new pattern of city civillzation.^o

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The development of coinage was ac- 
companied by an unsettlement of the 
habits of men, a reorientation of their 
ideas, and a transformation in the struc- 
ture of society. It became necessary to 
entirely reconstruct the foundations of 
Greek civilization. In some cities, such as 
Athens, this occurred only at the cost of 
great social and political revolution. 
Perhaps the most significant fact is that 
coinage eventually changed the 
economic system from one of single 
local exchange to an international 
trading network. 

Almost immediately after the inven- 
tion of coined money, especially in the 
area from Lydia and Attica to Corinth 
and Sicyon, great changes occurred in 
the economic and social patterns that 
laid the foundations for a system that 
lasted until the nineteenth century. One 
of these transformations was the advent 
of competition. Coinage was a new 
progressive element in local trade until 
around 560, when widespread inter- 
national dealings began to occur. This 
new element began causing an 
economic revolution. Coins enabled 
fishermen and peasants of Greece, for

the first time, to compete with large 
owners in selling their products in the 
market. Soon the small landowners in- 
creased in importance, and the polis 
areas began to unify. 

By 560 the new increasing wealth and 
resulting greed disclosed certain ine- 
qualities imposed by the landed nobili- 
ty. The newly enriched merchants 
wanted better distribution of justice and 
more political rights. The tenant farmers 
decried the enormity of their rents. 
These dissentions eventually brought 
about social and economic revolution 
ca. 560 B.C .^2 

Coupled with their new socio- 
economic influences, coinage caused a 
different outlook on work itself. Prior to 
the coining of money, the Greek regard- 
ed work as ''self sufficiency of the 
family,'' and did his task. With this 
sudden rise of cities to prosperity and 
power, idleness became a more fre- 
quent fault and was better understood. 
Work was classed as something that 
redeemed and enobled^^ Not only did 
merchants and artisans and shepherds 
and farmers readily take to this new 
medium of exchange with its greater 
convenience and more certain value, 
but the growing abundance of coins 
gave a tremendous impetus to trade. 
Soon everyone became absorbed with 
money, and with this fascination and 
pursuit of profit came a new commercial 
era in history. 

Before examining these changes, it 
would be wise to review the develop- 
ment of trade until the establishment of 
coinage. Around 1000 B.C., the 

Phoenicians virtually controlled the sea 
trade routes between Cyprus, 
Mesopotamia, Crete, the Myceanaeans, 
Asia Minor, and Egypt. In Greece, little 
trade occurred outside of local areas 
accessible by carts and small boats. 
About 800, a number of changes oc- 
cured to alter the economic life of the 
people. The family genos began to break 
up, and the power of the father began to 
weaken. This resulted in a growing 
freedom of the individual within the 
family and in the consequent power of 
the state. Personal ownership began to 
take precedence over collective proper- 
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ty with a resultant need for new 
resources of land and grass. 

By the end of the eighth century B.C., 
the woods had been cut down and the 
pasture land eroded. Cattle became 
rare, and eventually it was evident that 
the Greeks must start to trade and even 
colonize new lands in order to survive. 
This meant more industry and even 
more trade. Soon there was no more 
direct exchange between producer and 
consumer, or between one country and 
another, but instead a new class of 
middlemen developed. 

The earliest continuous trade, around 
700, was probably between Lydia and 
Greek Asia Minor, especially Miletus. 
Later, trade spread into the Greek 
mainland, especially Corinth, Aegina, 
and Athens, all of which were near the 
isthmus — the center of east and west 
Hellenism. Syria, Cyprus, and Egypt, 
Southern Italy and Sicily came next. 
Then the Ionian expansion brought 
trade into Africa, Spain and the Black 
Sea. Trade was conducted first with 
political friends because of fear from 
pirates. 

By the sixth century, trade both for 
necessities and luxuries was made 
everywhere with the major markets in 
Corinth In the west and Miletus (Ionia) 
in the east.^-* Greek wine and olive oil 
were usually traded for iron, precious 
metals, and grain. Trade was also used, 
however, to exploit revenues, duties, 
taxes, and to impose monopolies on the 
various cities of the Mediterranean 

area. 35 

Coinage facilitated and intensified 
these matters, for it was among the first 
necessities for a vigorous and 
progressive economic state. With coin- 
ed money, maritime loans could be 
made to merchants from bankers to buy 
grains. A system of credit soon evolved 
which transformed the entire economic 
system. 36 Expansion of trade soon 
followed in Greece, Sicily, Spain, North 
Africa, Phoenicia, and the Black and Red 
Sea regions. 

The advent of Greek coins not only 
created a more complex and extensive 
trading system, but it also changed 
political relations among countries.

Lydia under the Mermnad kings, 
Aegina under Pheidon of Argos, and 
Corinth ruled by the Cypselids all 
asserted their sovereignty and power by 
coining money. Lydia, in the first place, 
was at first an enemy who raided other 
states for crops, but later became an 
economic partner because, as one 
scholar put it, ''intimate interconnection 
developed which resulted in issuance of 
coinage as a medium for the exchange 
of goods and services. 37 The close 
relations with Aegean nations created 
by coinage also contributed to an ever 
growing market. 

The spread of coinage quite closely 
paralleled the expansion of trade. If one 
assumes Lydia was the first state to mint 
coins, then Aegina was probably not far 
behind. Herodotus states that King

ancient writer, Ephorus, deduced that 
this meant currency, too.^® Other 
writings point out that in Argos as well as 
Sparta, iron and not electrum was con- 
sidered a precious metal. It was this 
legendary Pheidon who, around 650 
B.C., may have decided to do away with 
the old iron spits and coin silver 
drachmas at a rate of 400:1. An account 
of this is given by a pupil of Aristotle, 
Hesychius: 

Obo/os, derived through sub- 
stitution of o for e, in former times 
people used a currency of rough 
spits; actually the lonians say 
“obelos,'" we “obolos.'" Pheidon 
the Argive first of all men struck 
coins in Aegina and having issued 
coins, he removed the spits and 
dedicated them to Argive Hera. But 
since at that time the spits filled the 
hand, that in the grasp (drax), we, 
although six obolos do not fill our 
hand, still call them a graspful 
(drachme) because of the grasping 
of them. 

Pheidon probably got his silver from 
the nearby island of Siphnos. The coins 
were of a thick, dumpy fabric and their 
uniformity probably shows an inter- 
national trade intent. A leather-backed 
turtle was used as the seal since it was a 
sacred symbol of the Argos temple of 
Aphrodite. '♦o The coins quickly spread 
over most of Greece to Thessaly and 
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Crete and coastwards to Rhodes and 
Caria. They soon became the staple 
coinage of all Peloponnese. 

The long, narrow island of Euboea was 
the home of some of the most ancient 
Ionian cities. Chalcis, which fostered 
many colonies in Italy and Sicily, and 
Eretrla quite probably issued coinage 
prior to the sixth century. Characteristic 
of this coinage is a four or five spoked 
wheel and the letters YAL.^^ 

After the death of Pheidon in 656, 
Corinth, under Cypelus, revolted. It 
began issuing its own staters modeled 
after the Aeginetan money but lighter. 
The metal most likely came from the 
Pangaeus region of Thrace-Macedon 
and was silver. The Corinthians also 
developed their own standard which 
was similar to the Euboic but was divided 
into thirds, attesting to its Asiatic 
origins. The coins were peculiarly flat 
and the obverse type was a head of 
Pegasus with a head of Athena appear- 
ing on the reverse about one hundred 
years later. The Corinthian '‘colts'' or 
"pegasi" monopolized western trade. 
They were the chief medium of ex- 
change along all coasts of the Corinthian 
Gulf, and even in Italy and Sicily. At least 
sixty-five obverse dies are known in the 
sixth century and one hundred in the 
fifthcentury, but they still seemed not to 
have satisfied the needs of the west.^^ 
These three areas — Aegina, Corinth, 
and Chalcis In Euboea — dominated 
Aegean trade until the first part of the 
fifth century. It is interesting to note that 
many more mints were established 
through the Mediterranean until the 
Persian Invasion in 480 B.C. From Nice 
and Monaco in the west to Cyzicuae and 
Cnidus in the east, fully 1500 to 2000 
mints — fifty in Sicily alone — issued 
colns.^*^ Most of these were of silver.

Coining Expands Throughout 
Western World 

It would be impossible in this paper to 
examine in detail all those mints that 
began minting coins before the fifth 
century. A brief survey of the develop- 
ment of these coins, however, can give 
one a good understanding of the evolu- 
tion of coinage. Lydia was the first and 
only state to switch to bi-metallism 
before the fifth century. A number of 
reasons could be attributed to this 
change. King Croesus in 564 probably 
found that since the amount of gold in

electrum fluctuated, merchants were 
being forced to place private counter- 
marks on the coins to encourage accep- 
tance. By changing to a bi-metallic 
system of both gold and silver (valued at 
13 1 / 3:1) he could make the coins more 
acceptable. By using his own standard, 
Croesus not only could make the most 
of his stores of gold, but also strengthen 

his political power. 

On the obverse of the gold staters was 
placed the forepart of a lion facing a 
bull; on the reverse were two incuse 
squares. Since gold was scarce, few of 
these gold staters were issued. The only 
other example of gold coinage was the 
Persian darics, in Italy at the colony of 
Cumae in 474, Syracuse in 397, and 
Athens during the Peloponesian War in 

406.47 

In 546, Croesus was defeated by the 
Persians under Cyrus. They made Sardes 
the seat of the first Persian mint, and 
issued their own gold darics and silver 
sigloi. These dareikoi and s/g/oi, as the 
Greeks called them, were issued in 
millions in order to promote the down- 
fall of Athens, corrupt the morals of 
Sparta, and to ruin the Sicilian wars.^s It is 
interesting that the Persians thought that 
coinage could have such political conse- 
quences. The obverse was changed to 
the figure of the Persian king, for ob- ' 
vious propaganda purposes. 

West of Lydia is the province of Ionia. 
Here, the wealthy mercantile city of

Miletus minted coins that date back 

almostto the period of the earliest pieces 

of Lydia and Aegina. The earliest elec- 
trum staters of Miletus were first 
stamped with a picture of a stag. The 
reverse bore the first known inscription 
on a coin — lANCE EMI EHMA — 
translated, “\ am the badge of Phanes.^'^g 
In 603, when Thrasybulus came to 
power, he placed a lion as a civic device 
of authority on all his coins. 

About the same time, the cities of 
Ephesus and Phocaea and Teos also 
began to Issue coins. Ephesus issued 
staters with the symbols of a bee, 
Phocaea adopted the seal, Teos a griffin. 
All the citizens of this area fled from the 
Persians to Abdera in Thrace and 
elsewhere in 544 B.C. 

The southern Ionian province of Lycia 
began issuing statersand diobolsaround 
520. The obverse bore the figure of a 
boar and sometimes Greek letters, and 
the reverse a solar emblem. The 
evidence of coinage here indicates a 
strong federal system. Mysia, north of 
Lydia, was the home of three prominent 


cities which issued coinage prior to 500. 
Parium used the head of a gorgon to 
symbolize its city; Lampsacus issued 
electrum coins with a winged horse. 
Cyzicus, the most ancient and promi- 
nent city, issued electrum with a tunny 
fish on the obverse and a scorpion on 
the reverse. Together with Persia (and a 
number of exceptional coinages) 
Cyzicus issued the only gold in the 
western world until the time of Alex- 
ander. 

Troas, west of Mysia, the Ionian 
islands of Lesbos, Chicos, Samos, Icaria, 
and the Island of Cyprus all began to 
issue coins around 530 B.C. Rhodes, too, 
had at least a couple of independent 
mints which issued eagle-head obols on 
the Aeginetan standard.^^ 

Many silver mines and numerous 
mints were located in the provinces of 
Thrace, Macedon, and Thessaly. Some 
of the more important places to issue 
coins before 500 were Thasos, Acanthus, 
Abdera, Aenus, Mende, Lete, Aegae, 
and Larissa. One Interesting coin was a 
tetradrachm with a facing quadriga, 
recalling the victory of Miltiades in the 
four-horse chariot race at the Olympic 
Games in 525.^3 Off the west coast of 
Greece was the wealthy maritime island 
of Corcyra. After gaining independence 
from Corinth in 585, the Corcyleans 
began minting their own coins. They 
were probably the only other state 
besides Aegina, Lydia, Euboea, Corinth, 
and Athens to mint coins before 575 B.C. 

In central Greece, Boeotia, Phocis, 
and Megara all had mints in the sixth 
century. The city of Tanagra in Boeotia, 
along with Thebes, and Chalcis in Eu- 
boea, was one of the most prosperous 
cities in central Greece. Tanagra also 
minted coins for the loose confederacy 
of the Boeotian League.^^ Phocis also 
had a confederate coinage minted in 
Delphi for twenty-two towns.^s 

In the Peloponnesus, the only coins 
generally current from the age of 
Pheidon of Argos to the Persian wars 
were on the north, Corinthian pegasi or 
Aeginetan staters. In the interior, the 
Arcadian triobols served the purpose of 
change. 
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The earliest coins of the Aegean 
Islands, known as the Cyclades and 
Sporades, date back to the seventh 
century and are evidently modeled on 
the money of Aegina. The more impor- 
tant mints were founded in Ceos 
Seriphos, Melos, Delos, lulls, Andros’ 
Thera, Cos, and Caunus. Many varied 
figures, like the sphinx, amphora, and 
dolphins were used as symbols of the 

cities. 56 

Sicily, with close to fifty mints, possibly 
produced the widest variety of coins. 
The first mints were in the Chalcidian

colonies of Selinus and Himera in the 
early sixth century, then Zancle. The 
silver was usually imported from Spain, 
and the Aeginetic standard was general- 
ly used. About 498, Maxos, and later 
Zancle and Himera, switched to the 
more prevalent Attic standard.57 About 
the middle of the sixth century, began 
the coinages of the Dorian colonies of 
Syracuse, Gela, Agrigentum and Leon- 
tini. Syracuse was by far the most power- 
ful city, and largely monopolized the 
Sicilian coinage by 485. Under Gelon, 
the Syracusans issued tetradrachms with 
a four-horse chariot on the obverse, and 
on the reverse the head of the city 
goddess Artemis Arethus surrounded by 
four dolphins. 58 Although there was no 
internal source of silver, and only four 
dies for didrachms and one for drachms, 
Gelon used over 200 pairs of 
tetradrachma dies in order to pay his 
troops. 

The coinage of Syracuse brings to light 
many of the overall consequences that 
coinage produced in Greece. It provid- 
ed for the practical medium of ex- 
change, a display of political theory, 
rhetoric, applied science, advertisement 
and art, and eventually provided 
historians with a clue to the civilizations 
of the past. In the area of propaganda, 
the first tetradrachm, a medallion-like 
coin, may have been issued at Syracuse 
to commemorate its victory over the 
Carthaginians at Hinera in 480 B.C. 
Coinage also led to important political 
developments. As one scholar claims, 
'‘Coinage is a decisive step in the eman- 
cipation of the colonies, which was 
followed jn time by their cultural eman- 
cipation. ''59 explain, 

was created by a rise in economic 
nationalism. 

Immigrant artists can also be traced 
most clearly in coins. Eastern Greek 
influence can be seen in the early 
coinage of Syracuse. The style shows that 
its die-cutters must have been trained by 
the Corinthians. Coinage also tells of the 
political nature of various cities. The 
congruency of types between Messana 
and Phetion, for example, shows that the 
two cities were allied.^o 
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Italy 



Italy, or more specifically, Magna 
Graecia, was the scene of a number of 
colonial mints. Struck in cities settled 
mainly by Corinthians, Italian states 
gradually supplanted Corinthian 
coinage in the West. In the seventh 
century, trade was simple, and exchange 
was made by barter. Soon, however, 
trade became more complex, and those 
cities with the widest relations began 
issuing coins. The first coins issued, 
however, were for large-sale overseas 
transactions and not for local use, and 
consequently were of large 
denomination.^^ Few small denomina- 
tion coins were Issued in the sixth 
century, and many Corinthian coins 
were over-struck. 

The first of these cities to coin money 
was Tareutrius. It adopted the same 
Corinthian standard as did the other 
sixth century mints at Sybaris, 
Metapontnew, Croton, Calulonia, and 
Posidonia. Other cities also Issued coins, 
and they are of similar style. Unlike the 


other European coinages, the Italian 
coins were very original in design and 
appearance, and were of fine design and 
execution. The reverse has the same 
design as the obverse, but in intaglio and 
not relief. These unifying factors are 
attributed to a man named Phthagoras, 
who, fleeing the Samian court, came to 
Italy and reorganized it. He gave it laws 
and developed a philosophy based on 
numbers which coins fit into very well.62 

In 630 B.C. an expedition from Thera 
landed In Cyrenaica on the North 
African coast. By far the most 
prosperous city founded there was 
Cyrenc, which exported the much 
sought after silphium plant (now ex- 
tinct). About 560, Cyrene minted elec- 
trum tetradrachms with the silphium 
plant on the obverse. 

By 480, coinage had spread from 
Babylon to Marseilles and Spain, with 
most Hellenic cities of importance hav- 
ing adopted coinage. There is even an 
alleged appearance in South Russia at 
Olbia of a ^'fish^' coinage of large cast

bronze coins toward the end of the sixth 
century. 

It might be assumed on the basis of 
this survey that there was extensive 
trading of coins between countries. Ac- 
cording to a recent study of coin hoards, 
however, this is not entirely true. Most 
of the Greek coinages show little disper- 
sion outside their own areas. Two major 
exceptions are the Thrace-Macedonian 
area and the Athenian area. Athens was 
able to disperse a good deal of its coins 
through its extensive tradings. Thrace 
and Macedonia would package their 
silver in the form coins. Tonian and 
Corinthian traders would then take 
these ''coins'' to Egypt to buy wheat. 



The Athenian Example 

One can understand more clearly 
both the positive and negative import of 
coinage by examining the specific case 
of Athens in more detail. Around the 
early sixth century B.C., coinage began 
effecting an economic revolution. Soon, 
cities flourished, trade was active, debt- 
ors and creditors appeared, and banks 
were organized, finally resulting in an 
imbalanced economy based too largely 
on money.^^ This problem resulted not 
so much from the new instrumentality of 
exchange as from it forcing a premature 
flowering of commercial life. The rapid 
transformation from a simple household 
economy to a complex market economy 
produced increased specialization in 
food production, drew tremendous 
numbers of Immigrants, and fostered a 
new class. While there was a change in 
wealth there was little change in the 
standard of living or the socio-political 
positions of this new class. 

What eventually caused the economic 
revolution grew out of the growth of 
debt, and springs directly from the 
agricultural depression. 

This was pointed out succinctly by 
Professor Seltman: "The farmer or the 
artizan, in order to get possession of this 
new thing, money, mortgaged first his 
land and house, then his family and 
himself, and became enslaved to the 
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rich.”^5 And while the use of money had 
encouraged a rapidly growing body of 
debt, the same money economy was 
rendering it more and more difficult to 
discharge the debt. '‘Such then,'" wrote 
Aristotle/‘was the condition of the State, 
and as the many were in slavery to the 
few, the people rose against the upper 
class.^^ 

In hope of staving off rebellion, the 
moneyed classes of the aristocracy and 
the merchants put up Solon for the 
archonship in 594. Solon rapidly put 


Athens through a social, economic and 
political revolution that completely 
revamped the character of the Athenian 
state. There is little doubt that some sort 
of coins were current in Athens when 
Solon thought it necessary to reform the 
standards of weight, measures and 
coinage. It is probable that these coins 
were of the Aeginetic standard. Solon 
became archon at a time when Aegina 
and Athens were fighting for commer- 
cial dominance. He felt that in the 
interest of Athenian commerce it would

Euboea, Eretria, 511-490, tetradrachm. 
Unique, one of the rarest of ancient coins. 
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be advantageous to change his new 
coinage to conform with those countries 
with which Athens had the largest 
dealings. He therefore abolished the old 
Aeginetan standard, and substituted 
new denominations of Euboic weight.®^ 

The first of these monetary reforms 
was to increase the number of Attic 
drachms in the mina from seventy to 
100: ''Under him [Solon] the mina, 
which previously contained 70, was 
filled out, so as now to contain 100 
drachms; whereas the ancient standard- 
coin was a didrachm. He replaced the 
Attic didrachm by the Attic tetradrachm 
as the standard coin. He then struck 6300 
drachms to the talent (6000), allowing 5% 
margin forpurchase, transport and mint- 
ing. Solon's other economic reforms 
included prohibition of loans on per- 
sonal security, establishment of 
regulated weights and measures, en- 
couragement of immigration of skilled 
foreigners, a reform of the laws and 
constitution, and, economically most 
important, the cancellation of debts.^o 

The silver for these new coins came 
either from Corinth or Euboea or from 
melting down other coins. Later, mines 
were opened up in the district of 
Laurium, The blanks of metal were first 
blobs, then bullets, and, finally, circular 
in form. Punch dies were used to 
produce the obverse and were fre- 
quently replaced. Anvil dies were used 
for the reverse. The minting took place 
in a small hut of sun-dried brick or a 
wooden shanty with a charcoal fed 
furnace. Inside were various tools like a 
balance for weighing the blanks, a 
graver and punch for engraved dies, 
tongs for placing blanks on the anvil, an 
anvil for holding the lower die, and a 
hammer. 71 

The first silver coins of Solon were 
Euboic-Attic didrachms of 8.23 to 8.60 
grams. On the obverse was an oil- 
amphora with a collar and a circle of a 
shield around it; the reverse was an 
incuse square with raised lines, at first in 
a "Union Jack" pattern with two bars 
crossing, then a "St. Andrew's Cross" 
pattern. 72 The silver was minted not 
according to the individual weight but, 
rather, by the number of pieces from a 


certain amount of silver, which resulted 
in the inexact weight of coins.73 Gold 
was rarely used, and then usually as an 
emergency or "trade money" to 
facilitate large international transac- 
tions. 

The immediate results of these new 
coinage reforms and the new coins are 
hard to calculate. It is known, however, 
that there was a considerable stimula- 
tion of trade, especially with Italy and 
Sicily, right after the issuance of these 
new coins. Money began to flow and 
commercial interests became the 
predominant factors in public policy. 7-« 

After Solon left the archonship in 590, 
Athens was subject to an oligarchy. The 
oligarchs put their coats-of-arms, a 
triskeles (whitelegs) and other symbols 
on the coinage. These quasi-official 
coins have become known as "wappen- 
munzen." 

In 561 B.C., an ambitious man named 
Peisistratus seized the Acropolis, and 
declared himself tyrant of Athens. It has 
been speculated that he was able to 
effect his power primarily by means of 
his money. By placing the figure of 
Athena on his coins, Peisistratus im- 
pressed his power, and appealed to the 
religious zeal of the Athenians. Once in 
power, Peisistratus, who had spent the 
previous ten years in the Thraco- 
Macedonian area, almost immediately 
Increased trade between Athens and 
Thrace. Either to raise the pay of 
mercenary soldiers, or to stop rising 
prices due to the output of the Laurium 
mines, he raised the weight of the 
standard coin by 4%, and Issued new 
staters or tetradrachms. The coins pic- 
tured a rude head of Athena wearing a 
close fitting helmet on the obverse. On 
the reverse, were the letters AOE,and an 
owl (symbol of Athena's wisdom). 75 

This was truly the beginning and foun- 
dation of Attic commercial supremacy. 
The high purity of silver (only debased 
once) together with the new changes — 
the first regular issue of coinage with a 
clear type on both sides, the earliest 
coinage depicting a human head and 
the three-initial letters of the city's name 
created a strong demand for the new 
coinage. One scholar points out, "The

purity of the coinage promoted trade! 
The merchant was not compelled to take 
back freight on his return voyage .... but 
could receive and exportthe value of his 
cargo in ready money These'^owls'' 
were soon readily accepted from India 
to Northern Europe, and established 
Athens as a major power.^^ 

In 556, the oligarchs forced Peisistratus 
to resign, but the new national coinage 
was retained. Ten years later Peisistratus 
returned, and assumed power once 
again. Under his son Hippias, 527-412 
B.C. there was little change in the 
coinage. There are accounts, however, 
of the tyrant calling in the coins of 
private citizens, and then reissuing them 
at double their value. 

It was during this period that the 
Athenian ‘'owls'' began to circulate ex- 
tensively. In 572, the oligarchs once 
again took over and minted electrum 
coins with the figures of a bull's head, 
their crest, and the owl. From 510 to 506 a 
group of aristocrats restored the 
oligarchy, but soon it was dissolved in 
favor of a democracy under Cleisthens. 
Under the new democracy, no 
aristocratic private issues were 
tolerated. Better designed 
tetradrachms, drachms, obols and 1/2 
obols were issued, along with a new 
triobel.^^ These coins circulated widely 


In the eastern Mediterranean area and 
Egypt. 

With the defeat of the Persians in 480, 

Athenian dominance in Greece was ^ 

assured. Athens went through a rapid 
economic growth between 480 and 430. { 

Maritime commerce was the primary | 

industry, and silver the most important 
export. The standard coinage served as ’ 

the backbone of the finances of the state 
and Aegean area. By 430, Athens was 
strong enough to prohibit any issues of \ 

coins other than “owls."®® Prices began 
to rise quickly; 50% between 590 and 
480, 100% between 480 and 404, and 
another 100% between 404 and 330. 

Silver was in such demand that it was 
accepted at a 10% premium. One - 

drachma of 4.4 grams was worth twenty I 

times our dollar of 27 grams.®^ ’ 

There developed during this period of ( 

Athenian dominance a complex system 
of trade. There was much more 
specialization of labor. There were even 
three types of merchants: Kapleoi, local 
dealers; Naukleroi, merchant- 
shipowners; and Emporoi, foreign 
traders. Investments and loans were also 
quite prevalent. There were no es- 
tablished interest rates, but an average 
of 12% was usually charged, with up to 
100% for exceptionally hazardous 
voyages. ®2 
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Syracuse, circa 400, dekadrachm Euainetos. The first commemorative coin. Also one of the most 
beautiful coins in the world. 


In order to facilitate these transac- 
tions, banks or Trapeza were set up. 
Established around 405 B.C.,the bankers 
originally were simple money-changers, 
but later people would leave some 
money as credit so they wouldn't have to 
carry it around. As the banks became 
more and more a depository, the 
bankers began to perceive of a profit by 
lending out this money at interest. These 
banks, located either in a temple®^ on 
the acropolis or at a currency table in the 
market place, made possible the growth 
of maritime trade. 

By the end of the fourth century, there 
were great banking corporations in 
every commercial city. The family of 
Pasion, the Rothschilds of the fourth 
century B.C., left a purchasing power of 
$500,000 in twenty years. In one century 
the Greeks had developed loans on 
personal security and mortgages, issued 
letters of credit and cheques, served as 


accountants, and developed a system of 
credit.®^ 

After its defeat at the hands of the 
Spartans in 404 B.C., Athens ceased to be 
a leader of the Mediterranian world, but 
its influence remained even during the 
Byzantine Empire. Through this survey 
of Athenian and Greek coinage one can 
see a microcosm of the development of 
civilization itself. From the pre-dynastic 
Sumerians and Egyptians who used sim- 
ple barter, to the Semitic use of metal as 
a medium of exchange, and finally 
culminating with the development of 
the first coins in Lydia, it is evident that 
man was searching for some standard of 
exchange that would facilitate his life in 
almost every respect. The development 
of coinage and its profound implications 
does not, however, stop here. For the 
last 2500 years coinage has continued to 
serve as the basis for economic, political, 
and social development in almost every 
society. 
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ANA to Produce Exhibit Judging Manual 

Numismatic organizations at all levels — local, state, regional and national — 
have long felt the need for more uniformity in exhibit judging procedures and 
guides. American Numismatic Association president Virginia Culver has taken 
the first step in correcting this situation. 

She has appointed a committee of five knowledgeable ANA members to draw 
up a manual for the guidance of judges of convention exhibits. As soon as the 
manual is completed and approved by the board of governors. It will become 
official and ANA judges will be guided by Its provisions. 

It is anticipated that many clubs and other numismatic groups will use the 
manual to improve and standardize judging the exhibits at their own shows. 
Availability of the manual will be announced after it is ready for use, and clubs 
will be invited to request a copy. It is planned to make the manual available to 
ANA individual members at a nominal price. 

Suggestions and comments will be welcomed by any member of the 
committee, whose names and addresses follow. While the project cannot be 
completed in a short time, anyone wishing to contact the committee should do 
so promptly to give it a chance to benefit by suggestions early in Its 
deliberations.

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METROLOGY : Precise Measurement

In our hobby of numismatics today, there is much concern over the 
problem of altered and counterfeit coins. The American Numismatic 
Association (ANA) has for several years conducted a course on counterfeit 
detection in its summer seminars at Colorado Springs headquarters, and 
under the auspices of the Organization of International Numismatists (OIN), 
many such seminars have been conducted, all over the United States and in 
Canada, by Virgil Hancock. The author has been privileged to participate as 
an instructor in these seminars under both ANA's and OIN's aegis. ANA's 
Certification Service (ANACS) is also operational, so the dedicated. In- 
terested collector has several avenues of approach to assure himself of the 
authenticity of his coins. 
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Even though modern day counterfeits 
are far superior to the rather crude 
castings of yesteryear, they can be 
detected. Such detection, however, can 
require very technologically advanced 
and sophisticated equipment found 
only in large, well-equipped school or 
commercial laboratories, which can 
provide x-ray diffraction, neutron ac- 
tivation, and a scanning electron 
microscope (SEM). But by no manner of 
means is it the author's conviction that 
the individual collector Is powerless in 
this matter of the authenticity of the 
coins he has in his collection or is about 
to acquire. Quite the contrary — for the 
cost of a single valuable coin the collec- 
tor may arm himself with a small amount 
of equipment which he can place in his 
home or office, and from which he can 
learn a great deal concerning the coins 
in his possession. 

The first and absolutely vital piece of 
equipment is a high-quality stereo 
microscope, very preferably 30 power = 
30x. The use of such a microscope 
cannot be emphasized too highly. ^ 
Without doubt, this is one investment in 
his hobby each and every dedicated 
collector should and must make. The 
cost of a really good stereo microscope 
may run up to $700, a goodly sum, but 
look at how many thousands and 
thousands of coins exceed that value 
today! 

The microscope, however, tells the 
viewer nothing concerning measurable 
physical properties of a coin. All coins, 
from the earliest times, have been 
fabricated to some standard or standards 
which appertained at that time, and, of 
course, dependent on the state of 
technology prevailing at that time. Our 
own United States Assay Commission is 
derived from the English Trial of the Pyx, 
and history tells us this goes back to the 
12th century.^ The collector today, then, 
can very well be concerned with the 
measurable physical attributes of his 
coin or coins, and thus the reason for 
this article, Metrology = Precise Mea- 
surement 

The determination of the physical 
properties of a coin, no matter how 
carefully accomplished, serves little pur- 


pose for the collector, unless the 
statutory or practical standards to which 
the coin was supposed to have been 
struck are known. Determination of 
such standards really is not all that easy, 
and sometimes even reference books 
disagree with one another. But close 
attention to the references which par- 
ticularly cover the collector's field of 
interest will usually produce valuable 
information on the standards used from 
time to time. In the March 1975 issue of 
The Numismatist, the author has sought 
to provide such data for all U.S. coinage, 
1793 to date.^ 

What then, are the important physical 
properties with which the collector may 
and should be concerned? They are four 
in number: diameter, edge thickness, 
dry weight, and specific gravity. Weshall 
address each of these in turn. 

A. Diameter 

Diameter is really connected with 
weight, and generally when we consider 
coins of intrinsically valuable metals 
such as gold and silver, the higher the 
value of the coin, the greater the 
diameter. To the illiterate of bygone 
centuries, weight and diameter had real 
meaning. In more modern times, and 
with the advent of machine-made 
coinage, a coin which departs materially 
from the known standard diameter or an 
average of known good coins should be 
set aside for intense examination under 
the microscope as well as continuance 
of the determination of its physical 
properties. What is material? A crown- 
size coin of, say, 1.5 inches, which was 
struck in a close collar, should fall within 
that dimension, +0.006 inch. This plus 
and minus tolerance is a required 
manufacturing tolerance, since in a 
strike numbering millions of coins exact 
precision cannot be expected. 

How may we determine diameter? 
Preferably, we should use a T-bar 
caliper, illustrated here in Fig. 1. The T- 
bar caliper is recommended because of 
the ease of obtaining a true diametral 
reading, by reason of the three points of 
reference. The caliper should have a 5 
inch or 6 inch capacity, and should read 
to 0.001 inch and equivalent millimeters. 
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Fig. 1: T-Bar Caliper 


Such a caliper of good quality should 
cost something in the range of $40. A 
bow type micrometer may be used, but 
because it has only two points of 
reference, great care must be used to get 
a true diametral reading. 

B. Thickness 

For thickness of the edge of a coin, the 
bow type micrometer is superior to the 
T-bar caliper. This is because the jaws of 
the caliper are relieved at their tips and it 
is easy to mar both wire and normal 
edges of coins. The micrometer. Fig. 2, 
should also read to 0.001 inch and/or 
equivalent millimeters. The cost of a 
good bow type micrometer should be 
something less than $40 for a 0.00 inch to 
1.000 inch range micrometer. Such a 
micrometer can also be used for 
diameter determinations within its 
capacity of 1.000 inch. If one is working 
with crowns, then a 1.000 inch to 2.000 
inches micrometer is required, and its 
cost will be somewhat greater. A 0.000 
inch to 2.000 inches micrometer is 
available, but it is rather clumsy to 
handle. A word of caution — with both 
the T-bar caliper and the micrometer, 
care must be exercised to avoid crushing 
the coin between the reference points, 
which are made of steel. 

Even better for edge thickness is the 
dial indicator. Fig. 3. Here, the moveable 
spindle or quill, which is connected to 
the pointer on the dial, is lightly spring- 
loaded, thereby standardizing all 
readings and minimizing the possibility 
of marring the coin. Such a dial indicator 
will cost something less than $25. 

C. Weight 

The dry weight of a coin can tell us 
much. Each mintmaster, at any point in

history, was charged to the grain (or 
other unit of measurement) with all gold 
and silver entrusted to him. For the 
periodic settlement of accounts he had 
to show finished coin of the proper 
standards, coin in various stages of 
manufacture, and raw metal on hand — 
the total of which should equal the 
metal he had received. If he were either 
long or short in his accounting, he 
would be in deep trouble. In earlier 
times he could lose a vital member of his 
body, or even his life. In modern times, 
he might have to pay for the shortage, 
and suffer the risk of dismissal if he was 
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either long or short. If he was long on 
settlement this could mean that light 
coin was passed into the channels of 
trade and commerce, and sovereign 
authorities have always been concerned 
with the correctness of their coinage. 
Dry weight, or weight in air, has always 
been an important matter for deter- 
mination by the U.S. Assay Commission. 

How may we determine dry weight? 
Use a balance which reads to 1/2 of 
1/100 of a gram. Such sensitivity is not 
too much to ask of the balance, and is 
absolutely essential if you go on to the 
final one of our four physical properties, 
specific gravity. Many reference books 
give dry coin weights in grains, but since 
the U.S. will someday go metric, the 
collector should procure a balance 
which reads in grams. If the collector has 
a grain balance, he can derive the grams 
equivalent by dividing the figure In 
grains by 15.43235639, and if he has a 
gram balance he can obtain the grains 
equivalent by multiplying the figure in 
grams by 15.43235639.'^ 

There are two kinds of balance 
suitable for coin collectors. The one is a 
multiple beam, single pan, knife edge 
balance, which costs about $75. (Fig. 4). 
The other is a multiple beam, single pan, 
torsion bar balance, which costs about 
$90. Several test weights of known ac- 
curacy, or a set of test weights, are very 
important. Periodic checking of the 
balance with these weights will inform 
the collector as to the balance remaining 
within its designed sensitivity and ac- 
curacy.

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Double pan balances, such as found in 
school chemistry and physics 
laboratories may be used, but the 
weighing process takes much longer, by 
reason of the necessity of the opening 
and closing of the balance door to add 
or subtract or substitute weights. Here, a 
set of weights of high quality is an 
absolute must, and the balance and 
weights may cost $600 or more. A caveat 
here is that specific gravity deter- 
minations are very difficult to make 
because of the cramped space within 
which one must work. 

High quality digital readout balances 
are available, and those suitable for the 
coin collector may cost more than $1200. 
Such balances are likewise subject to 
criticism with respect to the difficulty 
with which specific gravity deter- 
minations may be made. 

A balance similar to the first one 
mentioned above. Fig. 4, is really the 
best choice for the collector and the 
numismatist. Fig. 4 shows a BU 1899-0 
U.S. dollar on the balance, with a dry 
weight of 26.685 grams = 411.8 grains, 
well within the legal standard of 412.5 
grains ±1.5 grains. 

If you have only one or a few coins, 
your friendly apothecary or druggist can 
give you accurate weights, though you 
will have to convert his apothecary's 
results to grains or grams. Likewise, a 
local school or college laboratory can be 
utilized if you have just a few coins. 
Many might wear out your welcome. 

Now let us put this business of dry 
weight to practical application. Let us say 
the collector has a nice BU English 
sovereign, London mint, dated in the 
1890's. The English Coinage Act of 1870, 
33 and 34 Victoria, c. 10, establishes the 
standard for the sovereign as 123.27447 
grains, ± 0.20 grains 'remedy allowance', 
or as we say 'tolerance,' and of 916.6 
millesimal fineness gold. The dry weight 
of the collector's piece, as determined 
on a suitable balance, is 124.275 grains. 
What manner of 'thing' does our collec- 
tor have? Is the coin an out and out 
counterfeit by reason of the excess 
weight? The answer to the later question 
is no, most assuredly no, and the answer 
to the former question is we don't know 
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yet! Excess weight alone does not in 
itself stamp a coin as invalid, but 
remembering the manufacturing 
processes through which this sovereign 
has passed, if the mintmaster permitted 
more than a few of such heavy 
sovereigns to pass into the channels of 
trade and commerce, he could come up 
short on his next settlement. What the 
excess weight tells us is that we must 
examine the coin carefully in all other 
respects — diameter of 0.868 inch ±0.003 
inch,5 edge thickness 0.060 inch ±0.010 
inch, 5 specific gravity of 17.56 to 17.64 
(because the millesimal fineness of 916.6 
had a remedy of ± 2/1000), and we must 
make an intense examination of the coin 
under the 30x stereo microscope, 
obverse, reverse, and milling. When all 
this has been done, then the collector 
can come to a reasonably accurate con- 
clusion that he has either a good 
sovereign, a questionable one or a bad 
one. 

D. Specific Gravity 

The specific gravity of a solid or liquid 
is the ratio of the body to the mass of an 
equal volume of water at some standard 
temperature.^ Stated another way, the 
specific gravity of a solid is the ratio of 
the mass of a given volume of the 
substance to the mass of an equal 
volume of water at some standard 
temperature. In the metric system 
specific gravity used to be equal to 
density, i.e., to the weight in grams of 
one cubic centimeter of water. But a 
redefinition of the liter some years ago 
pulled the two apart in the ratio of 
1,000,000 to 1,000,028. Because most 
advanced collectors and many 
references use and refer to specific 
gravity, we shall use the term specific 
gravity as being equal to density. 

Are specific gravity determinations 
worth the effort? Most assuredly yes! 
Lionel Marks says: “By weighing an in- 
soluble solid heavier than water in air 
and then in water, the specific gravity 
referred to water may be readily found, 
the specific gravity being weight in air H- 
loss of weight. 

Also, the volume of the solid = loss of 
weight weight of unit, volume of 


water. The method is at once a con- 
venient field method and one of preci- 
sion when weights are accurately 
measured. ''7 Thus, specific gravity is 
both a promise and a warning to those 
who use it. As a promise it can be most 
useful to collectors, since few 
counterfeiters have the time, facilities, 
and ability to control the fineness of 
their nefarious products as do govern- 
ment mints with their legally authorized 
products. As a warning to all who use 
specific gravity determinations in pur- 
suit of a hobby, it is absolutely essential 
that a correct and standard technique or 
procedure be followed, else the collec- 
tor’s results will not be (1) comparable 
between two coins, and (2) comparable 
to results of other collectors. This latter 
point cannot be overemphasized, for 
careful and adequate information has 
been little published in the numismatic 
media for the benefit of coin collectors. 
Much of what has been written is either 
inaccurate or does not go far enough.® 
The author’s mission in this area, specific 
gravity, is to open up the subject and 
inform the collector of what simple 
equipment is needed. Hopefully, once 
the collector understands the 
procedure, he can make some impor- 
tant decisions involving his hobby. Now 
this is not to say that specific gravity 
alone can or will in all instances, stampa 
coin as good or bad. It is an extremely 
useful tool which the collector or 
numismatist may use in conjunction 
with the 30x stereo microscope, and 
diameter and thickness checks. 

Necessary Equipment 

What equipment is needed? Of 
course, we need a good balance. The 
multiple beam, single pan, knife edge 
balance, reading to 1/2 of 1/100 of a 
gram (Fig. 4) is perfectly suitable. Should 
the collector have a more exotic 
balance? The state of the art is such that 
the U.S. National Bureau of Standards 
has arrived at “ ... process reproducibili- 
ty of a standard deviation to about one 
part per million.”^ Certainly, no collec- 
tor has the facilities of the NBS, and 
more importantly, does not need them. 
Why? Again, because of the manufac- 
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taring tolerances necessary. A 
reasonably good balance is all the 
collector needs, and our Fig. 4 balance is 
most adequate and satisfactory. Exam- 
ple: the author had struck a few Christ- 
mas 1974 medals on Handy and Harman 
thick silver blanks, .999+ fine, weight 
about 1.25 troy ounces. Now the 
theoretical specific gravity of pure silver, 
1000 fine is 10.49. The author’s specific 
gravity determination of one of the 
medals came to 10.4899. Very close you 
say! Let us try the same medal on a 
Handy and Harman 18k yellow gold 
blank, 1.48 troy ounces. This blank con- 
sisted of 750/1000 gold, 95/1000 silver, 
and 155/1000 copper. Theoretical 
specific gravity is 15.3432, vs. the deter- 
mined specific gravity of 15.4248, a 
variance of slightly more than 1/2 of 1%. 
And note that this was on a three-part 
alloy, which must give the melter and 
assayer much trouble to achieve. These 
two examples ought to convince the 


reader of the practicability of specific 
gravity as a very useful tool for the coin 
collector. 

The balance needs ancillary equip- 
ment — a 400 milliliter beaker, steam 
distilled water, a few drops of Kodak 
Photo-Flo 200 Solution, very fine copper 
suspension wire and a fine copper wire 
( radio (Fig. 5) in which to suspend coins. 
Ihc' Kodak Solution is a “wetting” 
ag(‘nt and its use minimizes the 
meniscus effect where the suspension 
wire passes through the surface of the 
water in the beaker. The very fine wire, 
0.0065 inc h or less, also diminishes the 
meniscus effect. The wire cradle which 
holds the coins, and is always completely 
immersed in the water, should be made 
of fine copper wire, just strong enough 
to hold the heaviest coin likely to be 
encountered, so as to minimize the dead 
load on the balance. A high grade, 
laboratory quality thermometer is also 
required.

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Preparation 

Before we commence a specific gravi- 
ty determination, the coin must be 
absolutely sanitary. Since we are con- 
cerned with mass vs. volume, anything 
now on the surface of the coin which 
was not there when the coin was struck 
must be removed. Encrusted dirt, tar, 
grease, and the like must go. Tar-like 
deposits may be removed with acetone 
or lighter fluid (use in a well-ventilated 
room, with no open flames). 

To achieve sanitization, the author 
does not use any of the commercially 
available dips, but prefers to use a 
magnesium leaf in hot, hot water in a 
glass bowl, with a generous shot of 
kitchen detergent, placing the coin on 
the leaf for about 2 minutes on each 
side. The principle here is that of ion 
displacement. In effect, we have a 
hydroxide battery, and between the 
magnesium and a gold coin an elec- 
tromagnetic potential of about three 
volts is developed. The job of sanitizing 
gold and silver coins done by the 
magnesium leaf is truly outstanding, and 
all who have seen a demonstration of it 
at the counterfeit detection seminars 
taught by the author agree as to its 
efficacy. The atmospheric dirt and grime 
removed by the leaf is especially noticed 
on gold coins, but with never the addi- 
tion of an unnatural look, as so often 
happens with commercial dips. 

While on the subject of sanitizing 
coins, a very soft natural bristle tooth- 
brush may be used with care to get 
encrustations out of the reeding of a 
coin. If the reader chooses to use a dip, 
have one jar for gold coins and one for 
silver, so as not to run into a plating 
situation. Always wash off the dip in cold 
running water, neutralize with soap and 
water solution, and rinse in running 
water. One way or another, the coin 
must be 'squeaky clean' before we begin 
our specific gravity determination. If, 
however, the collector has a beautifully 
toned coin, proof or otherwise, certainly 
he may not want to lose that toning by 
sanitization. In such case, the specific 
gravity determination may not be quite 
as precise as It otherwise would be. 


One other matter must be considered 
before we commence the determina- 
tion. A way of adjusting the beaker or 
water container for height has to be 
devised, so the “wetted" length of the 
suspension device remains constant, 
both without the coin in the cradle and 
with the coin in the cradle. In the latter 
situation, the water will be displaced 
upward In the beaker, and consequently 
the beaker must be lowered to assure 
the same “wetted" length as when the 
coin is not in the cradle. The beaker 
stand furnished with the balance may be 
used, but its adjustment capabilities are 
coarse, and then one must use discs of 
paper for fine adjustments, the entire 
operation becomes rather clumsy. A 
modified laboratory jack is the preferred 
solution to this problem. 

Now, we are ready to perform a 
specific gravity determination. Provide a 
sturdy table or work space on which to 
place the balance. Be sure there are no 
air drafts from fans, air conditioning or 
heating equipment. Be sure the work 
table is level in all directions — use a 
small carpenter's level or camera bub- 
ble. Wear a mask to prevent your breath 
from affecting the balance. Turn off 
lights, radios, etc., in the immediate 
vicinity of the balance to eliminate un- 
wanted electrical fields. 

Procedure 

1. Set the balance at zero. 

2. Weigh the coin in air, and record the 
weight. This is CA (coin in air). (Fig. 6) 

3. Take the temperature of the water, and 
record as T\ (Fig. 6) 

4. Leaving the coin on the pan, weigh the 
whole suspension device in water, 
carefully noting its “wetted" length. Sub- 
tracting weight CA from the total weight 
now on the balance gives us SW (suspen- 
sion in water). Make certain there are no 
air bubbles anywhere on the device. 
Record SW. (Fig. 7) 

5. Place the coin in the suspension device, 
adjust the water level so the same length 
of suspension device is "wetted" as in 
Step 4. Again, there must be no air 
bubbles on the coin or suspension 
device. Record weight, which is (C + S)W, 
(coin and suspension in water). (FIg.b) 

6. Remove coin and suspension device from 
the water, and make certain the balance 
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returns to zero. If not, start over again at 
Step 1. (Fig. 9) 

7. Take temperature of water and record as 
T^. (Fig. 9) 

8. Average tFie temperatures of the water, 

(T’ + -i- 2. Record as TM (mean 

temperature). 

9. Determine density of water at TM from 
charts provided herein. Record as WD 
(water density). (Chart 1 or Chart 2) 

10. Determine weight of coin in water, as (C + 
S)W — SW. Record as CW (coin in water). 

11. Determine weight loss of coin in water, as 
CA — CW. Record as CL (coin loss). 

12. Determine volume of the coin, as CL -i- 
WD. Record as CV (coin volume). 

13. Finally, determine specific gravity, as CA 

CV. Record as SC (specific gravity). This 
is really density in grams per cubic cen- 
timeter. As explained above, there is a 
difference between specific gravity and 
density in the order of 1 ,000,000-1 ,000,028, 
but to all intents and purposes for the 
serious coin collector and numismatist, 
the difference is completely negligible. 

An Example to Examine 

Having now the methodology, let us 
try it out on a nice BU 1899-0 U.S. silver 
dollar: 

CA = 26.685 grams (411.81 grains) 

T’ = 23.5°C 

SW = 0.620 grams 

(C-»-S)W = 24.720 grams 

T-^ = 23.5°C 

TM = (23.5 + 23.5)/2 = 23.5°C 
WD = 0.9974166 (at 23.5°C) 

CW = 24.720 — 0.620 = 24.10 grams 

CL = 26.685 — 24.10 = 2.585 grams 

CV 2.585 ^ 0.9974166 = 2.5916953 
SG = 26.685 ^ 2.5916953 = 10.29634 
SG of 10.29634 = .895 + fine, or 895+/1000 fine. 

How do we know our 1899-0 dollar is 
895+ fine? The specific gravity of silver 
and copper as determined from Marks^^ 
are 10.49 and 8.96, respectively. The 
formula, derived from Dr. Hildreth 
Frost, Assayer of the Denver Mint, is:

Handy and Harman, precious metal 
manufacturers since 1867, use a method 
of calculating specific gravity.’^ 

Notice the figure of 8.9 is used as the 
SG of copper. This is because before the 
widespread refining of copper by elec- 
trolytic methods, not all lighter metals 
were removed by the smelting process, 
and 8.9 is the better figure to use. For 
coins which bear dates from the early 
1900's on, use the figure 8.96 for the SG 
of copper. 

In 1899, the standard ingot fineness for 
silver coins was 900/1000 ± 3/1000 silver 
and the balance copper, so the ingot 
could run from 897 to 903/1000 fine and 
still be suitable for coinage. Our ap- 
parent difference of 1.5/1000 or 0,15 of 
1% in the example above is very little, 
considering all factors, and maybe the 
ingot was below tolerance to start with! 
Satisfied with our procedure? You 
should be! With such a small difference 
between the theoretical SG and actual 
SG, a coin should not be struck down as 
bad on this evidence alone. Rather, all 
other factors of the coin must be ex- 
amined — diameter, edge thickness, 
and dry weight, and an intense ex- 
amination must be made under the 30x 
stereo microscope. If, however, our 
specific gravity determination showed a 
fineness of about 800/1000, then very 
probably the coin is a counterfeit, and 
the collector must devote time to an 
intense examination of the coin under 
the 30x stereo m icroscope.The diameter, 
edge thickness, and dry weight must be 
checked carefully as well. 

Charts Presented 

For the convenience of the reader, a 
chart of specific gravities for 
gold/copper and silver/copper alloys, 
from 1000 fine to 800 fine is provided 
(Chart 3). By interpolation the user may 
estimate in-between values, or by use of 
the formula may calculate the fineness 
from a given specific gravity or the 
specific gravity from a given fineness. 
The numismatic researcher should note 
it is not useful, usually, to record specific 
gravity determinations to more than one 
digit to the right of the decimal, though 
he may use more digits in reaching his 
final flgure.^^

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We mentioned earlier the water den- 
sity charts. They are furnished attheend 
of this article: Chart 1 is keyed on F° and 
Chart 2 is keyed on C°. Use column 2, 
the PTB-M figures, for this is what the 
National Bureau of Standards now uses. 
Be sure your thermometer is the best 
you can reasonably provide for yourself. 
If the thermometer has a range which 
includes the freezing point of water, you 
may check its accuracy by putting 
several quarts of hard ice cubes in a 
container just big enough to hold them 
and adding just enough water to fill the 
container. Allow a few minutes of time 
to pass and then insert the bulb of the 
thermometer into the water-ice cube 
mixture. The thermometer should read 
either 32°F or 0°C. If not, try a different 
thermometer. 

A Few Tips 

Boil your reserve supply of distilled 
water from time to time to drive off 
absorbed air. Use a stainless steel or glass 
container for the boiling. Do not over- 
use the water in the beaker. When you 
see a noticeable amount of foreign 


fibers, etc., in the water, either filter it or 
discard It and start with fresh distilled 
water and 4 to 5 drops of Kodak Photo- 
Flo 200 Solution stirred Into the water. 

For small coins, such as the U.S. gold 
dollars, and Mexican 1,2, 21^2 and 5 peso 
gold coins, the collector is advised to get 
a Vi inch stainless steel nut, which will 
weigh about 16.7+ grams and use it to 
pre-load the balance. Of course, in all 
calculations, this pre-load weight must 
be subtracted. No balance is at its best at 
either extreme of capacity, and by pre- 
loading, the user avoids this problem. 
Such pre-loading will give the collector 
more consistent and reproducible 
results. 

From your dentist, get a pair or two of 
used dental forceps. They make much 
easier the handling of the very fine 
wires of the suspension device. 

The use of an electronic calculator is 
almost mandatory. As the reader can 
observe, long decimal figures must be 
dealt with, and hand calculation can be 
frustrating, to say the least.

With it, he will be armed 
most adequately to metrologically ex- 
amine his coins or prospective ac- 
quisitions. Remember, metrology = 
precise measurement, and with precise 
data the collector is enabled to better 
understand his coins, and make In- 


telligent decisions concerning them, as 
well.

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counterfeiting. As has been said many 
times, a good 30x stereo microscope is 
absolutely essential for the serious coin 
collector today; its cost may run up to 
$700. With a microscope, the collec- 
tor can learn much concerning his coins. 
For about 1/3 of that expense, the coin 
collector may obtain precise physical 


data concerning his coins. With the 
physical data carefully obtained and 
recorded, and with a satisfactory 
microscope examination, the coin 
collector will know much concern- 
ing his coins, and can come to in- 
telligent conclusions regarding their 
authenticity.

James Puech in partnership with John D. Bein operated a banking business in the 
old French section of New Orleans from about 1812to 1830. During this period of time 
these banking entrepreneurs were approached by West Indian Island merchants and 
treasury officers with the request that the firm of Puech-Bein, as money handlers, sell 
the islanders cut silver coins for use as a medium of exchange to be used in their 
respective domains. The merchants and island treasury officers evidently explained 
that due to existing conditions in the West Indies, little or no money of exchange was 
available for daily use between the local merchants and the settlers. They were 
devising a system of making it possible to establish an equitable monetary system 
there. Their request was accepted by Messrs. Puech and Bein, and therein lies our saga 
of the birth of the only cut money ever used by a United States business house as a 
tradesman's token. 


During the period of 1798 to 1820 the 
mother nations of the various West 
Indies Islands were either reluctant to 
deliver or have produced a currency for 
their subjects here, or intentionally 
failed to do so. History shows us that this 
was, in fact, one of the retributions 
employed by the homeland country 
against the colonists. A gentler view 
might hold that it was due to the con- 
tinuing wars between Britain, France, 
Spain and the Netherlands for control of 
this area in the New World ... a means to 
the end, so to speak. 


Puech-Bein & Co. fulfilled their con- 
tract to the islands' officials and did, 
indeed, produce such 'pieces of eight' in 
the sizes as they were related to the 
homeland currency of account — bits, 
sous, deniers, livres, shillings, pence, 
reales, stuivers and guilders. Each 
nationality of the purchasers required 
this due to the dearth of supply of small 
change in the West Indies. This im- 
balance of supply versus demand was a 
continuing economic problem for the 
colonists for many years. 

The commission charged by Puech, 
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Bein & Co., was the silver resulting from 
the cutting and subsequent shaving of 
two edges of the pieces prior to delivery 
of the finished product, a procedure 
which always resulted In a liberal 
amount in favor of the banking firm. 
Following the arrival of these monies in 
the islands, they were subjected to an 
additional mutilation. A prescribed 
counterstamping identified the piece 
locally which was then passed at a value 
above its intrinsic value so that it would 
remain in the colonies rather than being 
flushed to Europe, the case with most 
full weight precious metal currencies. 
Edicts by the local island councils would 
stipulate the values for each size cut 
piece which would pass current, and 
from time to time these values would be 
increased by further laws resulting in a 
chaotic and disasterous economic ex- 
periment. 

Probably around 1832-34, during a 
time when the Louisiana purchase 
territory had a shortage of currency. Mr. 
Puech and Mr. Bein, remembering this 
earlier business, decided to produce 
their own 'store card' in the form of the 


one-quarter segments resulting from 
the cutting of either 8 or 4 reales from 
the Spanish -American mints. 

The origin of the banking firm of 
Puech-Bein is uncertain but some early 
historical records indicate that it was 
established about 1812 and continued 
until about 1820. It was at this time cut 
monies were abolished for use in many 
of the West I ndles, as well as in any of the 
States. Foreign currencies did, however, 
remain legal in the United States, based 
on weight and fineness, until 1857. 
Other historical papers show that in 1822 
James Puech was a wholesale hardware 
merchant on old Levee Street in New 
Orleans, and that two years later, in 1824, 
he and Mr. John D. Bein reformed the 
firm bearing their names. This con- 
solidation was short-lived, for in the 
records of 1838 it is noted that James 
Puech was a partner in the grocery firm 
of Puech and Duplessis in New Orleans 
and John D. Bein was in business with a 
partner named Cohen as commissions 
merchants. 

From the above notes we can ascer- 
tain that the combine of Puech and Bein

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could not have been in existence except 
between 1812 and 1834J 
The Lyman H. Low manuscript and the 
Edgar H. Adams work describe the cut 
pieces under assigned numbers — No. 
82 and No. 82 Supplement for Low, and 
Louisiana 44 for Adams. Following is the 
description from Edgar Adams: 

P.B. (Puech, Bein & Co.) script in 
circle of rings counterstamped on 
quarter section of Spanish 8 reals. 

Rx NOUVELLE ORLEANS and eagle 
counterstamp. Silver. Very rare.^ 

Since the Low hard times token is 
dated 1834 which is the correct date for 
the hard times era in which these 
merchant tokens were issued, we can 
assume that Messrs. Puech and Bein re- 
united in the hardware importing 
business about 1832 but dissolved this 
venture shortly thereafter. 

Low's No. 82, one of the rarest of all 
hard times tokens, is described in his 
work thusly: 

Obv. PUECH BEIN / & CO. / NEW 
ORLEANS / 1834 The second line so 
weakly struck, that it is often barely 
if at all visible. Rev. IMPORTERS / 

OF / HARDWARES / GUNS & 
PISTOLS / CUTLER & C. Borders 6. 
Edge I. Metal AE. Size 25 1/2.^ 

The Low description of No. 82 in his 
supplement, the rare silver one-quarter 
cut segment from the parent Spanish- 
American 8 reales (which is actually a 
store card for the producers, Puech & 
Bein) is as follows: 

There is a rare silver piece, one 
quarter cut of a Spanish-American 4 
Reales, stamped P.B. in a script 
monogram, with a chain of 16 links. 
Reverse. NOUVELLE ORLEANS. 
Eagle, shield on breast. I regard it as 
a reasonable conclusion that this 
was issued by Puech & Bein, and 
possibly the 16 links establish the 
date of Issue, as in 1834 there were 
16 States in the Union.^ 

One such piece is also described by 
Howland Wood in his letter to the editor 
of the 1902 American Journal of 
N umismatics as having three 
counterstamps, the additional one be- 
ing the word ''Bad." He adds that "the 


single piece he had examined had but 
fifteen chain links." It is evident from 
this that a contemporary collector, or 
even the Puech-Bein combine, saw this 
piece, realized that the evidence (only 
fifteen links rather than the prescribed 
sixteen) proved the die employed was a 
forgery, and subsequently stamped the 
piece a forgery by using the word 
"Bad."5 

In each of the previous cataloguers' 
remarks they are in agreement that the 
pieces are excessively rare, and in 
Adam's references he states that the 
hard times tokens described In his No. 
43 and 44 are "the rarest of the Louisiana 
Tokens." 

The Puech-Bein hard times token 
(Low 82) shown with this story Is the 
plate coin used (through the assistance 
of the American Numismatic Society 
Photo Library) to illustrate the article by 
Melvin and George Fuld in The 
Numismatist, April, 1956 Issue, entitled 
"The Token Collector's Page." In 1973 
the token was one of fifteen rare Low 
tokens on auction by H. Joseph Levine as 
part of the collection of the late Otto T. 
Sghia. It was Lot No. 14, and in its transfer 
to the author's collection, its sale achiev- 
ed an all time record price for any type 
token ever auctioned — $1,575. 

These two examples, one a quarter- 
cut segment from a 4 reales, and the 
second a quarter-cut segment from an 8 
reales, are shown together for the first 
time. The weights of these are as follows: 

1/4 cut, 8 reales — 90 grains 

1/4 cut, 4 reales — 75 grains 

The original coin from which the 
counterstamped segment from a 4 reales 
was obtained is not discernable beneath 
the mutilation resulting from the stamp- 
ing. It was evidently a shaved down 8 
reales piece, and thus the discrepency in 
the overweight of the smaller cut piece. 
The author has examined five of these 
cut examples of the only cut money 
employed as a store card type token, and 
it is evident that two size dies were 
prepared by Messrs. Puech and Bein in 
the work of stamping cuts from the large 
and small silver coins used. This 
difference in die sizes is evident also In 
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the photos accompanying. The sizes of 
dies used were 12mm for the larger cut 
segments, while the smaller ones were 
struck with an 11 mm die. Both have the 


required sixteen chain links and the 
small star-like emblem within, and both 
examples shown were sharply struck so 
that a definitive examination is possible.

Without the ''Descriptive List of Ob- 
solete Paper Money" by D. C. Wismer 
being continued and an interesting 
series of articles by Waldo C. Moore in 
every issue except the November one, 
there might have been a dearth of good 
material. 

A few words about Waldo C. Moore 
might be in order for you who were not 
collectors a quarter of a century ago. 
Moore was born, raised and lived his life 
in the area of Lewisburg, Ohio, a small 
town some ten miles northwest of 
Dayton. He was born in 1874 and 


pleting his schooling. Later he went into 
banking. His hobbies were all- 
consuming, to the extent that he never 
married. He joined the ANA in 1904 as 
member number 673 and when life 
membership was offered in August of 
1922, he became Life Member No. 7. He 
served as secretary from 1911 to 1916, 
chairman of the board of governors in 
1917 and 1918, and as president in 1919 
and 1920. One of his specialties was 
paper money, especially that of Ohio 
companies. 

In the January issue he wrote of The 
Nauvoo House Association, telling the 
history of that group of Mormons who 
settled in Nauvoo, Illinois in T840 and 
issued its own scrip. February's issue had 
a story entitled "Monticello," which 
told the story of The Monticello Bank in 
Charlottesville, Va., including 
photographs of every type of note 
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of the World 


issued by that bank, all of which were in 
his personal collection. The March issue 
story was entitled ''Orphans Institute'' 
and told the fascinating story of The 
Stark County Orphan Institute, which 
later changed its identity (after issuing $1 
and $5 notes) and became the Orphan 
Institute Bank and issued notes under Its 
new name. In April there appeared a 
story entitled "Oglethorpe Honored." 
Here he tells the story of General James 
Edward Oglethorpe, founder of Georgia 
and illustrates with notes of The State of 
Georgia, The Bank of Augusta, and The 
Marine Bank of Georgia, all of which 
pictured Georgia's founder. 

In the following months appeared 
stories entitled "The Bank of the Valley," 
"The Baltimore & Ohio," "Out West," 
"The Franklin Silk Co.," "Franklin Bank 
of Portage, Ohio," "Hallowe'en Bucks" 
and "The Cone Scrip." I especially 
recommend "Hallowe'en Bucks' as a 
delightful story of the history of 


Hallowe'en and the part Moore's 
hometown played for the occasion. The 
holiday celebration was sponsored by 
the Lewisburg Commercial Club, with 
bands and other good clean fun, in- 
cluding the passing out to youngsters of 
one buck notes which were issued and 
redeemable by the local merchants for 
5<t in merchandise. 

Probably the reason that no article of 
Waldo C. Moore's appeared In the 
November issue was because that issue 
contained an extra long, well-illustrated 
and worthwhile story on "The Earliest 
Known Overdates on Coins" by Charles 
N. Schmall. This was a transcript of a 
paper prepared by the author for the 
annual convention of the ANA held 
three months earlier in Detroit. 

The February issue carried a reprint of 
an article from the Illinois Merchants' 
Review wherein Farran Zerbe was inter- 
viewed concerning his traveling exhibit 
of odd and curious money of the world. 
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Waldo C. Moore 


private issues such as pioneer gold, and 
innumerable historical documents 
related to money and/or barter. The 
reporter entitled his article '^An Educa- 
tion in Moneys of the World,'' and 
rereading it was an education for this 
writer. 

This same issue carried an announce- 
ment of the passing of George T. 
Morgan on January 4, 1925 at the age of 
79. The mint's chief engraver up to the 
time of his death executed the presiden- 
tial medals of Hayes, T. Roosevelt, 
Wilson and Harding, and many com- 
memorative coins. He is certainly best 
remembered for the silver dollars of 
1878-1904, which we still refer to as the 
Morgan dollar. 

^1 he March issue saw the beginning of 
a '"Listing and Description of Medals of 
Columbus." This listing ran monthly 
through August. The author, Malcolm 
Storer, listed 224 separate medals. 

The most interesting item to appear in 
April was a story of quite some length on 
Captain John W. Haseltine, who had 
died the previous February at the age of 


87. This Philadelphia coin dealer was the 
discoverer of the unique 1,000 and 500 
unit Nova Constellatio coins and the 
rare Confederate States of America 
cents made by Lovett. These fascinating 
stories are well-told, presumably by 
editor Frank Duffield, since the article 
carries no by-line. 

Coincidentally, the July Issue reports 
the death of James W. Ellsworth, multi- 
millionaire father of Lincoln Ellsworth 
(who flew over the North Pole in 1925 
with Roald Amundsen). Ellsworth later 
; was the possessor of these two rare Nova 
: Constellatio coins as well as a Brasher 
doubloon and an 1804 silver dollar 
which now resides in the Eliasberg 
Collection. 

The annual convention, held at the 
Statler Hotel in Detroit from August 21 
through 27, was reported in the October 
issue. As of August 20, 1925 the 
membership had grown to 970, of which 
17 were life members. There were 85 
members registered for the convention. 
President Moritz Wormser, who had 
first assumed this office August 25, 1921, 
and was to be re-elected to an un- 
precedented fifth term, gave an op- 
timistic President's Report. He stated 
that with 30 applications for 
membership on hand the 1,000 figure 
had been finally reached, and that the 
goal was now to bring the membership 
to 1,500. 

The highlight of the convention was a 
trip to nearby Monroe, Michigan, home 
of the late Dr. George Francis Heath, 
founder of the ANA, for the purpose of 
placing a granite block with a bronze 
tablet over the grave of Dr. Heath. The 
tablet read, "GEORGE FRANCIS HEATH, 
M.D. / 1850-1908 / FOUNDER OF 
AMERICAN NUMISMATIC ASSOCIA- 
TION 1891 / BY WHICH THIS TABLET IS 
PLACED/ 1925." 

1925 was a good year for com- 
memorative half dollars, all duly 
reported. To refresh your memory, they 
include the Lexington-Concord 
Sesquicentennial, the Stone Mountain, 
the California Diamond Jubilee, and the 
Fort Vancouver Centennial. In addition 
it was announced that Congress had 
approved a medal to honor the first 
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Norse settlers in America. Mention was 
made of the 40,000 thick medals 
authorized, but no report was made of 
the scarce thin planchet medals, the 
larger silver plated medals, or the 
smaller gold ones. 

This year I am entitling this paragraph 
^^EAT YOUR HEART OUT.'' Listed here 
are a few of the dealers' selling prices on 
coins we wish we owned today. Most 
pattern coins were selling in the $3 to $9 
range, an uncirculated 1796 dime had a 
$10 price tag, an uncirculated 1818 over 
15 quarter was offered for $6.50, an 1828 
half dollar (curled 2) In new condition 
was for sale for $1.75, an 1838 uncir- 
culated half dollar for 75(t, and a brilliant 
uncirculated bust type silver dollar of 
1795 had an asking price of $27. $3 gold 
pieces in new condition were selling In 
the $10 to $12 range and the MCMVIl 
double eagle went begging for $26.50. 
As far as value enhancement goes, my 
arithmetic tells me that the best buy was 
the 1895 silver dollar, offered in brilliant 
proof for only $3.

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■ Officers of the ANA spend quite a bit 
of time compiling annual reports of their 
respective committees and offices, and 
the Association spends money each year 
to print these reports. Included is the 
official report of the auditor that gives a 
breakdown of our financial operations. 
Every member should read and absorb 
the information in these reports, yet too 
few do so. 

This year a new and quite interesting 
column will be found on the page that 
shows the breakdown of the 
membership by states. You will see how 
your state compares with others in total 
members, in growth (all but 4 states did 
increase their memberships) during the 
past year, and the membership of each 
state compared with its total population. 
The United States average is 14.35 
members per 100,000 population. Com- 
parable figures for individual states 
range from 7.1 to 26.6. See how your 
state rates. 

■ If it's facts you want, you'll find good 
reading in a comprehensive dictionary, 
one of the standard encyclopedias, and 
in the daily paper's baseball box scores. 
If you want something thought 
provoking (our brain cells do need 
occasional exercise), try reading colum- 
nists such as William F. Buckley, Jr., 
Milton Friedman, Shana Alexander, Rev. 
Billy Graham and Sydney j. Harris. Day in 
and day out I'll take Harris, even when I 
disagree with what he writes. Ponder 
this excerpt from one of his recent 


columns: ''A dog can almost talk to his 
master by barking. But did you know 
that barking (dog talk) is a learned 
response; that wild dogs never bark 
(talk), but only growl?'' Now and then 
you find a person like that — can't talk, 
only growls. 

■ I have no quarrel with those who know 
more about a subjea than I do; only 
with those who think they do but don't. 

■ As we approach the Bicentennial of 
our Independence, we li ke to look upon 
the accomplishments and ad- 
vancements of 200 years. But the coin 
has two sides and one is not as pretty as 
the side we like to look at. 

In a booklet published some years ago 
by The Bank of New York (founded in 
1784) there appears a facsimile of U. S. 
Treasury Warrant No. 1, dated the 
thirteenth day of September, 1789, and 
signed by Alexander Hamilton, 
Secretary of the Treasury. It conveyed 
$20,000 to the Treasurer of the United 
States as the first installment of a $200,- 
000 loan by The Bank to the United 
States, the first money ever borrowed by 
the new Federal government. 

Ever since that day nearly 186 years 
ago our government has borrowed 
money faster than it has repaid it, with 
the result that the Federal debt has now 
reached the astounding sum of ap- 
proximately $300 billion. In other words, 
that original debt of $200,000 has been 
multiplied 8,000 times each year, on the 
average. 

Who has that kind of money to loan? 
The answer is, of course, individual 
people, mostly U.S. citizens, who loan 
the money by buying Treasury bonds 
(long time loans) and bills (short term 
loans). Even the money loaned to the 
Treasury by banks comes out of the 
surplus funds created by their individual 
depositors. Corporations help create 
the banks' surplus funds, but even that 
money comes from their stockholders 
and patrons ~ largely individuals. 

So who owns the United States 
government of today? You and you and 
you and .... me. Each man, woman and 
child has a share of about $1,400 in it.

(Author s note: Boys, 
your viewpoints on this subject are 
welcome.) 

Anyway, the whole situation has 
changed now as we have our first girl to 
earn a Roman coin. She is Sandra Sedo, a 
member of the very active Dearborn 
Coin Club, Michigan; Sandra exhibited 
at the Warren Coin Club. Sandra is only 
eleven years old, so she has the further 
distinction of being one of the youngest 
to earn a Roman coin sinceone has to be 
at least eleven years old to join the ANA. 
With ground already broken, there 
should be many more girls getting in on 
this give-away act. It costs nothing. 
Merely write David R. Cervin, 6201 
Adirondack, Amarillo, TX, 79106, and ask 
for a Roman Coin Request Form. Get on 
the bandwagon and enjoy your 
numismatics all the more. 

Who will be the first girl to earn all 
four Roman Coins? A very fine specimen 
is being set aside for this lucky girl, and it 
could just be you. For the present, 
Sandra has a head start on other girls 
with a Constantius II (337-361). 
Constantius was one of the three sons of 
Constantine the Great who jointly ruled 
at Constantine's death in 337. 


Now let's get back to some of our male 
coin earners. High on our list is Barry T. 
Howell, 15, Hawaii. Barry earned a 
Constantine I (307-337) for giving the 
history of ''\n God We Trust" tothe Area 
Coin Club at Hickman AFB. But his real 
achievement was a Gallienus, (353-368) 
for being elected second vice-president 
of his coin club. This is the highest senior 
office reported to date for a junior to 
hold. Who will be the first to gain the 
exalted title of first vice-president? 

Dean A. Lindsey, Silver Spring, was 
also a two coin earner. Exhibition-wise 
he displayed at the Sheraton Library 
during National Coin Week. However, 
Dean did more than display. Everyday he 
spent two hours at the exhibit explaining 
his collection to visitors, as well as telling 
them about joining coin clubs. For this 
he received a dupondius of Lucilla, wife 
of Lucius Verus, who died in 183. Honor- 
ing wives and other family members was 
frequently practiced by the Romans. 
Dean also earned a dupondius of 
AntoniusPius, (138-161), for presenting a 
program to his club.

$20 FORGERY LIST COMPLETES DISCUSSION OF 
U.S. COLD COUNTERFEITS 

Readers of articles on U.S. $2.50, $5 and $10 gold coins in this column in recent 
months may have noted most counterfeits are dated after 1890, and only a few earlier 
dates have been extensively faked. 


This pattern exists in the Double Eagle 
series as well. Virtually all counterfeits 
seen have been dated 1891 and later. 
The earlier dates appear to have avoided 
the attention of the forgers. 

ANACS has received only a small 
number of pre-1890 $20 gold pieces (one 
to four specimens of most dates and 
mintmarks, and none of several others) 
and therefore regards this study as 
preliminary. Counterfeits undoubtedly 
exist for dates not yet examined. 


One 1887 $20 was found to be a 1887-S 
with removed mintmark. Two of five 
1891-CC Double Eagles seen were 
forgeries. Of three 1897-S $20^s, one was 
found to be counterfeit. 

All 1898-S pieces seen were false. The 
few examined dated 1899-1903 were 
genuine.

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The high relief 1907 Double Eagles 
have been counterfeited in large 
numbers for several years. The most 
common counterfeit high relief pieces 
have certain characteristics which can 
be detected with a strong magnifying 
glass. The characteristics will be discuss- 
ed in an article to be published later this 
year. ANACS suggests that all buyers of 
high relief Double Eagles should have 
them authenticated at the time of 
purchase. 

The risk of inadvertently buying 
counterfeit Double Eagles appears to be 
somewhat less than for the smaller 
denominations of U.S. gold coins. The 
most dangerous dates are 1891-CC, 


1897-S, 1898-S, 1904, 1907 (all types), 
1908, 1909-D, 1911-D, 1914-D, 1914-S, 
1915-S, 1921, 1924, 1926 and 1927-D. We 
suspect that other dates, such as 1908-D, 
1910-D, 1913-D and 1916-S have been 
produced by counterfeiters, but none 
have yet been seen. 

It is probable that the forgers will 
strike quantities of pre-1891 Double 
Eagles in the near future, because 
collectors are less suspicious of the 
earlier dated coinsand are more likely to 
buy them without seriously questioning 
their authenticity. When such new 
counterfeits appear, ANACS will alert 
collectors In this column. 


ANACS Questions and Answers 

Q. Last summer I inherited several old coins from my uncle's estate. Most of them 
are Indian pennies and "V" nickels, but there' s one quarter dated 1 947 v^hich appears 
to be made of copper— not silver. I want you to authenticate it, but I have no idea what 
it's worth, or how much it would cost to have it certified. Can you tell me? 

A. Sorry, but this is one question which ANACS can never answer. ANACS carries 
insurance to protect us and, accordingly, our customers in the event that something 
should happen to a coin. We must have a written statement of the value you assign to a 
coin, both to establish the fee and to set a maximum limit to our liability while your 
coin is being authenticated. 

If no statement of value was required, and a coin was lost, damaged or stolen, 
the owner of the coin could conceivably make an unrealistically large claim against 
ANACS. No insurance company would offer us coverage under those conditions. 

Coin losses have been negligible, and all but one were lost in the mail. (The other 
was misplaced by a consultant who was serving ANACS at no charge.) The possibility 
that your coin should be lost is quite remote, but it could happen. Accordingly, we 
must ask that you assign a value — any value you may choose — to your Washington 
quarter. That value establishes your fee and ANACS^s maximum liability. 

Q, I have a 1943 copper penny, but before I send it to you is there any test I can use to 
find out if it is genuine? 

A. First, see if the coin is attracted by a magnet. If it is, it is a copper-plated steel cent: 
a fake. If not, send it for authentication. There is a possibility that it is genuine.

counterfeit shown here differs from the genuine in many respects. The vague, 
''puffy'" SA mintmark, the slightly oversize date digits, a weakness of detail in the 
anatomy of the horse and the dragon, and an excessive number of die scratches in the 
field near the date are among the more obvious characteristics of these forgeries.

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Recovered treasure of nearly two-and-a-half centuries ago? Nope! 

Before we discuss today's revealing photos, I have a letter from Hans Schulman, 
slowly recuperating in Spain, to whom Tm indebted for some guideposts he's pointed 
out to me. Hans has asked me if I'd transmit his regards and his thanks to the hundreds 
of his friends who've written to him. On doctor's orders he can't answer more than 
one or two of these letters a day. 

As to these pictures — within the past 18 months the head man in one of Houston's 
research labs, two consulting chemists, and one scientist at Texas State Archeology 
Laboratory have told me the same thing . . . that in their labs they could duplicate the 
encrustation and sea life as seen on silver coins which have been on the ocean floor 
for centuries. 

The only variance in their claims was the length of time required, the longest 
estimate being three years. 

One of the consulting chemists has come up with a chemically ''aged" pillar dollar, 
shown highly magnified at the bottom of this page, with sea-life attached. The first 
two photos on the page opposite show the coin's edge. The third shows the crystal 
growth of the coin's man-made encrustation.

From rags to riches, the collector of paper nnoney has come a long way in recent 
years, not only in the collecting of United States bank notes, but particularly of late in 
the collecting of currencies of the world. Reference books, catalogues and even an 
auction by one of the most prestigious of English auction houses have suddenly burst 
upon the paper money arena of the numismatic market. Once considered the 
remnants of collections of coins purchased by dealer and collector alike, these bits 
and pieces of paper have now assumed a position of prominence and, for many, 
sudden wealth. 


Fortunately for your museum, there 
have been several fine donations of this 
type of material recently. Single pieces 
or accumu lations, they have been added 
to your holdings — the foreign section 
having nearly doubled in size. One 
sizeable gift, that of Bill Kiszely, con- 
tained a number of notes from countries 
which have been rather prominent in 
current news: Vietnam, Cambodia, Laos 
and Indochina. Not rare perhaps, but 
such items are important as they must be 
included in any complete record of 
monies of the world. Nearly 400 notes 
formed this donation and there are 
many other interesting notes, including 
Phillippine emergency issues, military 
payment certificates, German notgeld, 
and even a Russian interest bearing note 
of 1916. 

United States notes too have been 
sent along, and we are grateful for them. 
Of special interest are the notes sent by 
J. Roy Pennell. Included are two $5 
specimens of the 1896 Educational Series 


Silver Certificates, one of which is a 
progress impression. Original designs 
and specimen notes of this entire series 
are part of the permanent exhibit lent by 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 
and these pieces adapt well to a display 
showing the progressive development 
of the note. Here too is a third proof 
note, that of the $1000 Silver Certificate 
of 1891, a handsome and most In- 
teresting example of this unusual note. 
These are welcome additions to a grow- 
ing collection of United States proof and 
specimen notes. 

With the growing interest in Colonial 
memorabilia, stimulated largely by the 
celebration of our nation's bicentennial, 
it is not surprising that bills and notes of 
our revolutionary period are also reciev- 
ed from time to time. William Anton Jr. 
has been most helpful In filling some of 
the gaps in our Colonial currency section. 
For example, we now have the il- 
lustrated pair of uncut notes from 
Massachusetts, signed by Francis

Hopkinson who was a signatory to the 
Declaration of Independence. Another 
choice item, formerly in the collection 
of Farran Zerbe, is the uncut sheet of 
three State of Maryland fiscal notes 
signed by Thomas Harwood. This sheet 
is believed to be unique, and is certainly 
a prize accession to your museum. 

Several other individuals have 
strengthened our bank note collection. 
We are grateful to Howard L. Herbert, 
John Pittman, Ed Rochette, S. S. Forrest, 
Jr., Curtis Iversen, W. R. Mumford, your 
Curator, David Dorfmann, and Hutt 
Commemoratives. To these and many 
others, be they collector or dealer, we 
extend our thanks for their concern and 
their generosity. 
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Convention Educational Forum 

Basic to any American Numismatic Association convention is education. Virtually 
every phase of the convention program focuses upon education. Many organizations 
affiliated with the ANA arrange to have special meetings during our convention week 
for the purpose of exchanging information and disseminating the results of scholarly 
research. Every day of the convention finds one or more of these groups holding such 
a meeting and, as they are generally open to the public, care is exercised to see that 
there is as little conflict as possible for each of these gatherings. 


Each year the ANA itself presents an 
Educational Forum. Three speakers, 
chosen for their interest, involvement, 
influence, or expertise in some phase of 
numismatics, are invited to participate in 
the Forum. Care is taken in the selection 
of the participants to insure that over a 
period of time all phases of the hobby 
are covered, including coins, tokens, 
medals, paper money, photography, 
youth activities, collector-dealer in- 
terests, and governmental programs. 
There is usually something for everyone, 
moments of levity mixed with scholarly 
thought. Interesting, enlightening, in- 
formative, even instructional, the 
presentations seldom lack in provoca- 
tion, even controversy. 

Three distinguished gentlemen will 
this year represent three diverse views of 
the hobby. From Munich, Germany 
Albert Pick brings an unrivaled 
knowledge of paper monies of the 
world. Author of the recently published 
Standard Catalog of World Paper 
Money, Pick has been a collector and 
researcher of world banknotes nearly all 
his life. The subject of his talk will be 
''The German Stable Emergency Notes 
of 1923-24 (dollar currency),'' and it will 
be a privilege to hear this recognized 
authority. 

Thefts and counterfeits, two of the 
growing problems which plague the 
collector and the dealer alike, will be the

theme of the remarks by Jess Peters. Are 
there viable solutions to these threats? 
What is the role of the American 
Numismatic Association Certification 
Service? Peters will discuss these and 
other subjects, enhancing his remarks 
with personal reminiscences from 15 
years as a prominent dealer and auc- 
tioneer. 

Passed in 1973, the Hobby Protection 
Act was hailed as a landmark by 
numismatists. It was not until March of 
this year, however, that the rules and 
regulations under the act were 
promulgated. What are they? How will 
they be imposed? The Federal Trade 
Commission is entrusted with the im- 
plementation of the Act, and, as 
representative of the Commission, 
Justin Dingfelder will enlighten us on 
what collectors should be wary of and 
what manufacturers should beware of. 
He'll also cover the penalties for viola- 
tion of the statute. 

Moderator for the Forum will be the 
well known Abe Kosoff. "Abe" has long 
been a friend to collector and dealer 
alike, a collector and researcher of 
renown, and a regular participant in 
ANA conventions for many years. Com- 
bining his breadth of interest with his 
experience as a Forum participant, 
Kosoff will introduce each speaker and 
field questions from the floor with his 
usual wit and sagacity.

Kemal Ataturk was the founder of 
modern Turkey, who brought his coun- 
try after the first World War i nto the 20th 
century. He made the most 
revolutionary changes by abandoning 
the Arabic script and introducing the 
Latin alphabet into all public schools. 
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William Wood was born in 1671 and while nothing is known of his early life, it is 
established that in later life he owned iron and copper mines in the West of England 
and leased mining rights in many counties of England and Wales. 

In 1722 he purchased a patent for the right to mint copper coins for Ireland. Issued 
by George I, the charter granted coinage rights for fourteen years for the 
denominations of half pence, farthings, and pence. Although he produced coins far 
superior to that of the then current British coinage, the Irish vehemently rejected his 
product, and as a consequence these coins were withdrawn from Ireland with the 
intent to use them in America. This Hibernia coinage appeared primarily in the South 
rather than in the New England colonies. 

In the same year (1722), Wood was also granted a patent to coin half pence, pence 
and two pence for “the Plantations'' as the North American colonies were called. This 
coinage is known as the Rosa Americana series. The first pieces were undated and the 
following issues are dated 1722, 1723, 1724 and 1733. The obverse shows the head of 
George I and the reverse a full blown rose with the words ROSA AMERICANA UTILE 
DULCI (American Rose — the useful with the pleasant). As with the Irish, William 
Wood's coinage was rejected by the Americans.

Official Nebraska Bicentennial Medal 



The Nebraska American Revolution Bicentennial Commission has issued their official 
bicentennial medal, commemorating the greatest bargain in the nation's 200 year history. 

Thomas Jefferson, author of the Declaration of Independence and Revolutionary leader, paid 
only four cents an acre for Nebraska and all or part of twelve other present-day states In the 
largest single land acquisition in the nation's history. But the $27 million purchasefrom France in 
1803, which granted U.S. citizenship to Nebraska, was not detailed in President jfefferson s four- 
point negotiation strategy and came only when Napoleon made the surprise offer. 

The Louisiana Purchase, as it was later known, secured the nation's frontier and set the stage for 
western expansion and the rise of the U.S. to the world's wealthiest and most powerful nation. 

All royalties from the sale of the medals will go to the bicentennial commission to help support 
its programs. 

The obverse of the medal features the Nebraska bicentennial logo, a bas relief montage 
depicting the state's cultural heritage, an American Indian in full headdress and the pioneers' ox 
drawn covered wagon, and the state capitol in Lincoln, seat of the nation's only unicameral 
legislature. Beneath the montage is the state motto, ‘‘Equality Before the Law," and the date, 
1867, on which Nebraska became the 37th state. 

The reverse design depicts the Sower, the statue created by prominent American sculptor Lee 
Lawrie to stand atop the 400 ft. tower of the state capitol. Surrounding the statue on the reverse is 
the inscription, "The Salvation of the State is Watchfulness in the Citizen," taken from a bas relief 
panel designed by Lawrie above the north entrance to the capitol. 

The official design was created by Clarence S. Nelson, of Holdrege, Neb., and rendered into 
bas relief by Alfred Rappaport, of New York City. Nelson also designed the Phelps County (Neb.) 
centennial medal In 1973. 

Individual medals are being sold by participating members of the Nebraska Bankers 
Association as a non-profit, public service. Medals are available in the following editions: IVi 
inch .999 fine silver, V/i inch .999 fine silver and V /2 inch bronze. Respective edition limitations 
and prices are: 5,000, 7,500, unlimited; $75, $20 and $2.50. 

Also available are matched presentation sets containing a IVi Inch bronze, a V /2 Inch 24 kt. gold 
vermeil on silver and a IV 2 inch pure silver medal in jeweler's cases. These are priced at $55.

During the year under review, the British Royal Mint produced some 1197 million 
coins, almost all of which were struck at Llantrisant. Tower Hill concentrated on the 
manufacture of sovereigns, coinage blanks, official and commercial medals and the 
production of embossing seals and revenue dies.

Coinage for overseas governments accounted for nearly 39% of the year's total 
production. In addition, some 243 million coins for export were struck by sub- 
contractors working under Royal Mint supervision. 

The output of medals during the year totaled 105,253. Among medals of new design 
were: the Queen's Award for Gallantry, the Mauritius Long Service and Good 
Conduct, the Whitbread Round the World Race, the British Sub-Aqua Club, the FAO 
medal "'Ceres" (Attlya Inayatullah) and commemorative Churchill medallions struck 
for the American Express Company. Among the Seals manufactured were a number 
for various British Embassy Posts and for Government Departments.

Director of the Mint Mary Brooks announced today that a contract to conduct a 
comprehensive review of U. S. coinage requirements to the year 1990 has been 
awarded to Research Triangle Institute of Park, North Carolina. 

The study will examine methods for projecting long and short range coin 
requirements, and the system for production, inventory, and distribution needed to 
meet these demands. Consideration will be given to options for changes in coin 
denominations, including size, shape and composition of future coins. Public 
acceptability and the economic effects of following different coinage options will be a 

primary part of the study. u t • i 

Ten bids were received for this project. The winning bidder. Research Triangle 
Institute, is experienced in demand forecasting and other economic projections, as 
well as analysis of production Inventory and distribution systems, and market 
research. The company is also highly qualified in metallurgy and other technical skills 
required to assess alternative materials for coin composition. 

The study will begin immediately and is scheduled for completion in twelve 
months. Mr. John Buck, of the Treasury's Office of Management and Organization, is 
the project manager. 
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TAMS of NY Organized

U.S. Olympic Coin Director Named 

The Canadian Government has 
chosen a United States citizen, jack j. 
Pinyan, as director of the Olympic Coin 
Program for the United States and Mex- 
ico, with headquarters to be in New 
York. 

The Olympic Coin Program began in 
late 1973 to help finance the 1976 Olym- 
pic Games in Montreal through the sale 
worldwide of sterling silver $5 and $10 
coins. At the same time, 3% of the face 
value of the coins sold in any country is 
earmarked for the Olympic team of that 
particular country. In the United States, 
it is estimated that the amount to be 


presented to the U.S. Olympic Com- 
mittee by the summer of 1976 will be in 
excess of $1 million. Over $120,000 has 
already been given to the Committee.

The numismatic press sent the 
following personnel: Chester L. Krause 
and Arnold jeffcoat for Numismatic 
News Weekly, Grover C. Criswell for 
Bank Note Reporter, Margo Russell for 
Coin World, and James Miller for 
COINage Magazine. 

The delegation from the Bureau of the 
Mint included director Mary T. Brooks 
and assistant director Roy Cahoon. Mrs. 
Brooks made numismatic headlines with 
her announcements that there will be 
two varieties of the 1776-1976 
Eisenhower dollar, and there will be a 
reduction on the price of Bicentennial 
Mint Sets. Eric P. Newman, Harvey Stack, 
Ken Bressett, Q. David Bowers, Jess and 
Vi Peters, and Charles Wolfe 
demonstrated the interest of influential 
numismatists by their attendance. The 
Chicago Coin Club was represented by 
Harry X Boosel. 

Commercial Interests had numerous 


representatives. The Professional 
Numismatists Guild was represented by 
its executive director, John Smies. 
William Krieg, vice president of collec- 
tor relations, flew in from the Franklin 
Mint. Other participants included 
Robert Comely, World-Wide Coin In- 
vestments; Joel Rettew, Rare Coin 
Galleries: and Ray Marena. Paramount 
International. Dennis Forgue of RAR- 
COA in Chicago found it easy to attend, 
and observer Kurt Krueger ventured 
from Wisconsin. In all, thirty prominent, 
dedicated numismatists attended. 

Agenda 

The purpose of the round table is to 
meet face to face with representatives of 
all areas in the hobby and formulate 
plans to try and solve problems facing 
numismatists and best promote 
numismatics. 

Items on the agenda ranged from 
discussion on a gold coin for the 
Nation’s Bicentennial and the ANA's 
position on it to “coin collectingtoday.'' 
One of the most pressing points realized 
was the need for an active public 
relations program by the association 
with a press release bureau to promote 
the ANA and the hobby through 
national media. 

The forthcoming ANA grading board 
was a stimulating topic of discussion, as 
was the basis for allocating boursetables 
at ANA conventions. Two suggestions 
made during other discussion werefora 
central clearinghouse for information 
on bad check-passers, and a champion 
system to aid casual visitors to the con- 
vention in learning something elemen- 
tary about the hobby, creating the 
potential for future numismatists. 
William Krieg, Ken Hallenbeck, and Ray 
Marena all submitted ideas about bring- 
ing the ANA to the local level through 
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traveling or regional seminars. 

A recap of each item on the round 
table agenda is now being prepared.

EIGHT NEW SLIDE SETS READY 


It is a pleasure for the Education Committee to advise member clubs of the, ANA 
th^at eight fine new slide sets are available for their use” announces Glenn Smedley 
chairman of the committee. These are sets produced by P. Frank Purvey and 
obtainable in cardboard mounts from B. A. Seaby Ltd. of London, England 


The Association is indebted to 
member Charles B. Byers of California 
for donating one of each of the Seaby 
slide sets for the slide library. In order 
that we may have two of each, plus a 
backup master set, the ANA purchased 
two additional copies of each set from 
Seaby's. The slides for circulation to 
clubs have been placed in plastic 
mounts that have protective glass on 
each side of the film. 

Each set consists of thirty slides and, of 
course, is accompanied by a typed com- 
mentary. The color slides are beautiful 
photographs of choice coins — some of 
them being in finer states of preserva- 
tion than most of us would have believ- 
ed exist. Many of the coins photograph- 
ed are in either the Ashmolean Museum 
in Oxford University or the Royal Mint 
Collection. 

Titles of the sets, that are self- 
explanatory, are as follows: 

SS 1 — Greek Coins, Sixth Century 
B.C. to Alexander the Great. 

SS 2 — Roman Coins, The Twelve 
Caesars and Other Imperial Portraits. 

SS 3 — Hammered Cold English Coins, 
Edward III to Charles II. 

554 — Milled Cold English Coins, 
Elizabeth I to Elizabeth II. 

55 5— English Silver Crowns, Edward 
VI to Elizabeth II. 


SS 6 — Scottish Gold Coins, Robert III 
to William III. 

SS 7 — English Pattern and Trial Pieces, 
1813 - 1891 (twelve patterns for coins of 
Edward VIII are included). 

SS 8 — Coins of Bible Days, Fourth 
Century B.C. to Second Century A.D. 

As stated, the slides in these sets are 
enclosed in glass in 2 x 2 plastic mounts. 
These are new mounts, black and white 
''Kindermann,'' that have been found to 
be more heat resistant than the 
previously used gray ^linDia^' mounts. 
There is no noticeable difference in the 
thickness (0.128 in.) of these mounts but 
both are IVi times the thickness of 
cardboard mounts. Exhibitors are urged 
to check their projectors prior to show- 
ing time as some will not handle the 
thicker slides. 

Several other new sets are being 
prepared and will be announced as soon 
as they are ready for use. Other sets 
available are described in a folder that 
may be obtained from Headquarters. In 
requesting slides for future meetings, 
clubs should give several choices of sets 
as some are scheduled well in advance.

It is important for the membership to know that there were almost two dealers 
applying for every table available. This means that almost half of those applying did 
not receive a bourse table, so Mr. Picker was pot alone. 

The number of tabl^es is predicated on space availability in the convention facility 
bite selection, for obvious reasons, must be made several years in advance and 
preliminary selection for this year’s site was first made in 1969. The hotel now being 
used was not the first choice, but plans for expansion at the selected Century Plaza

On a point system established by the ANA board of governors, Mr. Picker qualified 

ineveryrespea,but there were thirty-six dealers whoqualified for whom there was no 

space available. So with all things being equal, those who have supported their 
Hssociation received recognition. 


Without this support, your association would not have a headquarters building 
today, and it would not have the fine library or museum. BUT support of the 
association is NOT measured in dollars and cents as Mr. Picker indicates in his 
advertisement. There are several ways that one can support his association— one 
dealer was recognized for his strong recruitment program for new members; another 
tor tracking dovvn the source of illegal, counterfeit and altered coins; still another was 
recognized for he p in obtaining a display for the museum, one that he could have 
purchased and sold at a profit; and still another received a table because he has 
volunteered to be an instructor at the summer seminar. Another dealer received 
tables in the past because of his contributions in the form of research articles for The 
Numismatist. Without their support your association would not be what it is today so 
It IS only fair, when all else is equal, to support those who support the association. 


It has been s^uggested by some that bourse fees be raised or that tables be auctioned 
oft. This would be grossly unfair to the small dealer. Bear in mind that one factor of the 
point system is the type of material offered. Since you must travel hundreds, perhaps 
thousands, of miles to attend the convention, it is important that your specialty be 
available on the bourse floor and that every phase of numismatics be represented. 

Finally, one last argument. The advertisement implies that Mr. Picker^s alleged loss 
at the 1971 convention and his suit against the association might have influenced the 
board s decision. Then how does he explain the awarding of a table in 1972, in 1973 

anrl in IQTzl? ” / • -r. 


We could go on, but I trust that you can appreciate the board's feeling that when 
there are not enough tables to go around, dealers, whether large or small, should 
receive some consideration for their support of the ANA.

The Numismatist cordially presents the following guidelines as encouragement for interested 
authors (both professional and non-professional) who are preparing manuscripts for submission to the 
official ANA journal. 

All authors whose manuscripts are accepted and published are eligible for Heath Literary Awards. 
These are awarded annually for articles judged to be outstanding. First and second places include 
engraved medals as well as cash stipends: a silver medal and $250 for first and a bronze medal and $100 
for second. Third place awards are bronze medals. Those writers receiving honorable mention are 
awarded certificates of recognition. 

The author receives two copies of the issue in which his article appears and eight individual article 
copies. 


MANUSCRIPTS 

The Numismatist accepts manuscripts which 
contain new information, constitute a distinct 
contribution to knowledge and are relevent to the 
science of numismatics. The author is responsible 
for all statements made in the work. Manuscripts 
accepted and published become the property and 
copyright of The Numismatist and may not be 
published elsewhere unless written permission is 
granted by both the author and the journal. 
Manuscripts are received with the understanding 
they are not simultaneously being considered by 
other publications. 

Two complete manuscripts (the original and 
one copy) including illustrations (all material 
which cannot be set in type such as photographs, 
drawings and graphs) should be sent to EDITOR, 
The Numismatist. American Numismatic 
Association, P. O. Box 2366, Colorado Springs, 
CO 80901. For correspondence purposes the 
author should retain at least one copy. 

The manuscript should be typewritten, 
double-spaced on one side of 8 1/2 x 11 heavy 
white bond paper with 1 1/2 inch margins at the 
top and left. The name(s), full postal address(es) 
and daytime telephone number (s) of the author(s) 
must appear on the first page. 

AUTHOR’S 

A biographical sketch of the author(s), which 
may be published with an accepted manuscript, is 
to be submitted also. It is not to exceed 100 words 
and should include such pertinent information as 
place and date of birth, educational and 


ILLUSTRATIONS 

Illustrations should be referred to in the text as 
Figs., and be given Arabic numbers. The back of 
each should be marked with the name(s) of the 
author(s) and the title of the article. An arrow 
should mark the top orientation of the illustration 
with each figure bearing a reference number 
corresponding to the same number in the text. 
Each illustration should be accompanied by a 
legend with all legends and reference numbers 
typed and grouped on a separate sheet of paper. 
All illustrative material should be protected with 
hard-board covers when mailed. 

Photographs are tobeunmountedand unattached 
to the manuscript. They should be high quality, 
glossy prints which are not retouched or labeled 
in any way on the face of the photograph. (When 
marking on the back, write on a hard surface such 
as glass or metal to avoid disfiguring the photo- 
graphic surface.) 

Drawings should be on separate sheets, drawn 
with India ink on illustration board or high grade 
drawing paper. 

The editorial staff reserves the right to edit all 
material to conform with the journal's style and 
policy.

The obverse illustrates a woman leading a cow by her 
side, showing how women were allowed to take land for 
themselves, limited by a route they could cover with a 
two-year old heifer in one spring day between sunrise 
and sunset.
